Baron von Buelow, the German Foreign 
Minister, declared before the Budget Com- 
mittee of the Reichstag that there never 
had been relations of any kind between 
German representatives or agents and 
Dreyfus. Gen. Billot, the French Minis- 
ter of War, will prohibit all officers from 
testifying at the trial of Emile Zola. Pre- 
mier Méline was sustained in the prose- 
ecution of Zola by a vote of 376 to 133. 


In the Senate yesterday Mr. Morgan took 
notice of the statement made at Princeton 
Saturday by ex-President Cleveland in 
which a denial was made of Mr. Mor- 
gan’s recent allegation that Mr. Cleveland 
while President desired to bring about 
the annexation of Hawaii.

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CABMAN MOURNS HIS FARE. 


A Vagrant with the Idea that Hugh 
McLaughlin Owed Him Money Hired 
a Cab and Got Into Trouble. 


William Fox, a “hobo,” was seized on 
Sunday night with a firm conviction that 
Hugh McLaughlin, the Kings County Dem- 
ocratic leader, owed him untold sums, and 
started in a cab to collect them. Mr. Fox 
has a suite of apartments in the Kenmore 
Hotel, a cheap lodging house at 10 Tillary 
Street, Brooklyn. As soon as the convic- 
tion of McLaughlin’s indebtedness flashed 
across his mind he emerged from his resi- 
dence and proceeded in search of a cab, for- 
getting that his wealth consisted at the time 
of a key, three matches, and a paper of 
chewing tobacco. 

He hired the cab at the City Hall stand 
and told the driver to convey him to Mr. 
McLaughlin’s residence, which is about a 
block away. Convinced that he had a good 


thing, the cabman started for Remsen 
Street, when Mr. Fox pushed his head out 
of the window and told him that Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin had moved to 182 Clinton Avenue. 

About twenty minutes afterward Police- 
man John 8S. Finn of the Twenty-first Pre- 
cinct noticed what looked like a riot in 
Clinton Avenue. Hastening to the scene, 
he found Mr. Fox ringing a doorbell with 
great enthusiasm, while an old lady, whose 
head was sticking out of an upper window, 
was threatening, in a voice tremulous with 
indignation, to perforate Mr. Fox’s person 
with bullets if he did not depart. 

“I’m looking for Hugh McLaughlin,” ex- 
plained Mr. Fox. ‘‘ He owes me $1,000, and 
I intend to camp on this stoop until I get 


Finn led Fox away, while the cabman 
mournfully departed without his fare. Fox 
was arraigned before Justice Teale in the 
Myrtle Avenue Court yesterday on a charge 
of vaerancy. He was remanded until Mon- 
day, and his sanity will be inquired into.

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CLEVELAND AND HAWAII 


Senator Morgan Replies to the 
Statement Made Saturday 
by the ex-President. 


STICKS TO HIS FORMER STORY 


Says Some of Mr. Cleveland’s Friends 
in His First Administration Know 
He Wished to Annex’ Ha- 
waii and Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—Mr. Morgan 
(Dem., Ala.,) made a statement in the Sen- 
ate to-day concerning what he professed to 
consider an attack upon his veracity by ex- 
President Cleveland. 

Mr. Morgan referred to a dispatch from 
Princeton, N. J., published yesterday in THH 
New YorK Times, quoting ex-President 
Cleveland as denying a statement said to 
have been made by Mr. Morgan in an ex- 
ecutive ‘session of the Senate to the effect 
that Mr. Cleveland was once in favor of the 
annexation of Hawaii. 

Mr. Morgan said he could not discuss his 
own statements made in executive session. 
“No statement for publication was made 
by me,” said Mr. Morgan, “hence Mr. 
Cleveland, in accepting such a statement 
without first ascertaining from me what 
the facts wera, shows his willingness to 
accept ex parte statements in Hawaiian 
matters.” 

It was well known to some of Mr, Cleve- 
land’s friends during his first Administra- 
tion, Mr. Morgan said, that he was in favor 
not only of the annexation of Hawaii, but 
also of Cuba. . 

“I cannot,” declared Mr. Morgan, “ ac- 
cept Mr. Cleveland’s statement that he was 
always opposed to Hawaiian annexation. I 
can name at least one confidential friend 
of Mr. Cleveland who will support me in 
the belief that that statement is not true.” 

Mr. Morgan then presented an extended 
review of Mr. Cleveland’s connection as 
President with Hawaiian affairs, in the 
course of which he denounced the accredit- 
ing of Special Commissioner Blount to the 
Government at Honolulu as a “piece of 
duplicity without paramount.” 

At great length Mr. Morgan read the cor- 
respondence between Minister Willis and 
the Hawaiian Government, and with ex- 
Queen Liliuokalani, and then said that Mr. 
Cleveland, after the correspondence had 
been submitted to him, seeing that he had 
aman (Mr. Dole) to deal with, who was in- 
capable of dishonesty or intrigue, retired 
from the field and shouldered the whole 
Hawaiian matter upon Congress, Mr. Mor- 
gan declared his belief that Mr. Cleveland, 
in endeavoring to reinstate Liliuokalani 
upon the Hawaiian throne, had in view, 
like Secretary of State Marcy once had, 
the annexation of the islands to the United 
States and the pensioning of the Queen. 

Mr. Morgan said he had no desire to argue 
the matter, feeling well assured that the 
correspondence he had read not only es- 
tablished the fact that Mr. Cleveland was 
covertly considering the question of annexa- 


tion, but that his action in regard to Ha- 
wail was a lasting disgrace upon this coun- 


“The correspondence I have read,” said 
Mr. Morgan, “lays the foundation for the 
broad predicate that Mr. Cleveland was ca- 
pable of declaring one policy and intending 
to carry into effect another.’ , seat tes 

Mr. White (Dem., Cal.,) facetiously re- 
ferred to Mr. Morgan’s discussion of the 
Hawaiian question in open session. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.,) thought it would be 
unjust to ex-President Cleveland if the fact 
was not called to the Senate’s attention 
thag# a resdlution was passed by Congress 
in 1895 relative to this Government’s policy 
concerning foreign affairs, which, Mr. Vest 
conceived, divided between the President 
and Congress the responsibility for the Ad- 
ministration’s attitude upon the Hawalian 
matter. 


MR. CLEVELAND’S REJOINDER. 


He Says That While President He 
Was Utterly and Constantly Op- 
posed to Annexing Hawaii. 


PRINCETON, Jan. 24.—Ex-President 
Cleveland made the following statement to- 
night for publication relative to Mr. Mor- 
gan’s remarks in the Senate to-day touching 
the Hawaiian and Cuban policies of the 
Cleveland Administrations: 

“I do not believe,” said Mr, Cleveland, 
“jin discussing matters of this kind as a 
private citizen. I do not care, however, to 
be misrepresented. I will, therefore, say 
that ever since the question of Hawaiian 
annexation was presented I have been utter- 
ly and constantly opposed to it. 

“ The first thing I did after my inaugura- 
tion in March, 1893, was to recall from the 
Federal Senate an annexation treaty then 
pending before that body. I regarded, and 
still regard, the proposed annexation of 
these islands as not only opposed to our 


National policy, but as a perversion of our 
National mission. The mission of our Na- 
tion is to build up and make a greater 
country out of what we already have, in- 
stead of annexing islands. 

“*T did not suppose that there was any one 
in public life who misunderstood my posi- 
tion in this matter. It had been said that I 
was partial to the former Hawaiian mon- 
archy, and desired to see it restored in order 
that I might treat with it for the purpose of 
annexation. How could I have had such an 
idea if I regarded annexation as contrary 
to our National policy? The same answer 
can be made to the statement that my op- 
position to Hawaiian annexation was based 
merely upon dissatisfaction with the treaty 
pending before the Senate at the time of my 
second inauguration. I was opposed to an- 
nexation as such. 

“In regard to the Hawaiian monarchy, 
aside from any question of annexation and 
without harboring any previous designs of 
restoring that monarchy, I investigated the 
relations of our representatives to its over- 
throw. This investigation satisfied me that 
our interference in the revolution of 1893 
was disgraceful. I would gladly, therefore, 
for the sake of our National honor and our 
country’s fair name, have repaired that 
wrong. 

“In regard to the Cuban question, my po- 
sition was fully made known to Congress 
in the various messages in which the subject 
was discussed. I was opposed to the recog- 
nition of the belligerency of the island, and 
my position was perfectly well known. In- 
deed, so very unmistakable were my views 
on the subject that I was time and time 
again threatened by frenzied men and wo- 
men with dire calamities to be visited upon 
myself and children because of what they 
saw fit to assert as my enmity to the Cuban 
cause. 

“My position on all the questions was 
made perfectly clear in the official docu- 
ments of the time, and there can be no pos- 
sible mistake. 

“Jt is very difficult for me to understand 
Senator Morgan’s evidently wrong impres- 
sions in regard to my position. Indeed, it 
is one of the strangest things of these 
strange times that my position in these 
matters should be called into question.” 


President Dole Entertained. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—President Dole was 
busy to-day accepting hospitalities.

Returning 
to Chicago he dined at Kingsley’s, and 
there met a number of Hawalian-born Chi- 
cago idents.

REDUCED TO THE RANKS.

Capt. McCrystal, it is said, was ordered by 
the Major after the election to place O’Con- 
or under arrest for alleged insubordination, 
but refused on the ground that. it was 
Major Speliman’s duty to do so. This clash 
of authority ended the matter for the time, 
but the order reducing O’Conor is said to 
be the upshot of it.

THE CARTER COURT-MARTIAL. 


Engineer Cooper's Famous Letter In- 
troduced as Evidence. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 24.—Col. Barr, 
Judge Advocate, succeeded in getting be- 
fore the Carter court-martial to-day the fa- 
mous letter of Engineer A. S. Cooper to 
Capt, E. C. Gillett, in which the writer 
stated that Capt. Carter was an extremely 
bright, and even brilliant, officer, and had 
done a great deal of creditable work in 
this district. Capt. Carter, it was said, also 
was a very ambitious man, and it was his 
ambition which had got him into trouble. 

“He has yielded to temptation,” the let- 
ter ran on, “‘and has probably allowed the 
contractors, or a particular contractor, to 


do as he likes, in exchange for his influence 
and power to boost him along.” 

The only real wrong done, so far as the 
Government was concerned, Mr. Cooper 
wrote, was that the contractors had been 
paid one-third or one-half more for the 
work than they should have received. The 
mischief was not serious, though, because 
the work had been well done. 

Mr. Cooper credited himself with. much of 
the good results that had been attained. His 
letter Was an argument to dissuade Capt. 
Gillett from an investigation of the charges 
against Capt. Carter. 

To-morrow J. W. O. Steeley, Capt. Car- 
ter’s former chief clerk, but now chief 
clerk to Capt. Gillett, will go on the stand. 
He is said to have kept a private memo- 
randum of all Capt. Carter’s actions. 


RUNAWAY IN BROADWAY. 


Narrow Escape of the Driver and Two 
Elderly Women in a Cab Wreck. 


While the lower Broadway traffic was

Miss Nearing, the Teacher Who Dis- 
sected the Cat, Resigns. 


MATTEAWAN, N. Y., Jan, 24.—Miss 
Frances Nearing, the physiology teacher of 
the public school, this village, who dissect- 
ed a cat and exhibited its vital organs be- 
fore the younger scholars of the school, the 
other day, tendered her resignation to the 
Board of Education this afternoon.

It is believed that other teachers of the 
school who side with Prof. Miller and Miss 
Nearing will resign also. Petitions are being 
circulated about the place to-day for the 
Board of Education to decline to accept 
Prof. Miller’s resignation. 


CHICAGO’S MAYOR ATTACKED. 


Legislative Committee Wants Him In- 
dicted—A Civil Service Affair, 


CHICAGO, Jan, 24.—Senator Joseph P. 
Mahoney to-day advocated that the Grand 
Jury should be asked to indict Mayor Har- 
rison.

Work in the Movement te be Centred 
There for Two Years, 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 24.—Iowa is to 
be the next battleground of the National 
woman suffrage movement. For the next 
two years all the forces of the party will be 
centred here, and no effort will be left un- 
tried to capture the State of Iowa for wo- 


man’s rights. 
Noted leaders of the equal suffrage move-

Von Buelow Declares His Country 
Has Never Had Any Relations 
with the Condemned Man. 


EMBASSY STORY AN INVENTION 


He Thinks It May Be Expected Light 
Will Be Cast on the Affair by Pro- 
ceedings in France—Calm 
Diplomatic Relations. 


BPRLIN, Jan, 24.—The Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, Baron von Buelow, made a sol- 
emn statement to-day before the Budget 
Committee of the Reichstag in regard to the 
Dreyfus affair. He declared most emphat- 
ically that there had never been relations 
of any kind between German representa- 
tives or agents and Dreyfus. Continuing, 
the Minister said the story of the paper 
basket incident at the German Embassy in 
Paris and the finding therein of compro- 
mising documents affecting Dreyfus, was 
sheer invention. He added that the Drey- 
fus affair had not affected in the slightest 
the calm relations between the German and 
French’ Governments. The speaker knew 
nothing of the visit of Dreyfus to tho 
Reichsland, and still less of the alleged 
special facilities given Dreyfus by German 
officials during his alleged visit. 

Baron von Buelow prefaced his declara- 
tion by saying he could only speak with ex- 
treme caution, as otherwise his words might 
be represented as interference in French af- 
fai and he thought there was more rea- 
son for enjoining reserve since it might be 
expected that light would be cast upon the

CHAMBER SUSTAINS MELINE. 


Gen. Billot Will Prohibit All Army 
Officers from Testifying at the 
Trial of Emile Zola. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—According to the Gaul- 
ois, the Minister for War, Gen. Billot, will 
prohibit all officers from testifying at the 
trial of Emile Zola, who is to be prosecuted 
by the French Government for bringing se- 
rious charges against high officials in con- 
nection with the Dreyfus case. Gen. Billot 
himself will attend the trail in full uni- 
form to make the “ necessary defense of the 
army’s honor.” 

The organs of the Government claim that 
public tension has been relieved by the firm 
statement made by the Premier, M. Méline, 
in the Chamber of Deputies, and by the 
completeness of the police precautions. 

The Military Club to-day was guarded by 
the police, who were also stationed within 
the Palais Bourbon, (Chamber of Deputies,) 
while a reserve force of 100 policemen was 
drawn up in the courtyard of the Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs. There was another 
body of police in the Garden of the Tuile- 
ries, and a dvtachment of the Republican 
Guard was stationed in the courtyard of the 


Minis of Marine. There were big crowds 
of people in the neighborhood of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. ‘ 

The Chamber of Deputies was thronged 
to-day when the session opened, at 2:10 P. 
M. M. de Beauregard protested against the 
treatment_accorded_ the Cha ron Satur- 
day, saying it recalled the ps d’états of

[Prolonged ™murmurs.] The Deputy further 
complained of the intervention of the troops

The President of the Chamber, M. Bris-

JEWS ATTACKED IN ALGIERS. 


Governor General Lepine Barely Es- 
capes a Chair Thrown at Him 
While Suppressing the Riots. 


ALGIERS, Jan. 24.—Further rioting oc- 
curred here at 9 o’clock this morning, when 
it was learned that a Jew had stabbed a 
Spaniard. A mob gathered, attacked and 
looted the Jewish stores. Governor-General 
Lepine personally intervened in order to 
induce the rioters to desist from further 
disorderly conduct. 

In his efforts to restore order the Gov- 
ernor General narrowly escaped a chair 
which was thrown at him from a store. 

At the head of six zouaves with fixed 
bayonets the Governor General, preceded by 
military drummers, traversed the streets, 
appealing for quiet. He was followed by 
a mob of about 3,000 people who shouted: 
“Down with the Jews!” “ Resign!” inter- 


mingled with a few cries of “‘Vive La Gouv- 
erneur Général!”’ 

The Governor General finally retired to 
the Winter Palace, escorted by detachments 
of police and zouaves. 

This evening the town is in great turmoil. 
All the shops are closed and troops are 
picketed in all the squares. Several Jewish 
shops have been sacked, and the Chasseurs 
have several times dispersed the crowds. 

This afternoon the manager of an anti- 
Jewish newspaper, accompanied by the wid- 
ow of the ristian who was killed last 
evening, herself dressed in deep mourning, 
drove along the main boulevard and created 
intense anti-Jewish excitement, the people 
massed beneath the arcades’ shouting 
“Down with the Jews!’’ and the like. 
Finally the Chasseurs and infantry, headed 
by beating drums, cleared the boulevard. 

A number of the natives joined the mob in 
hope of pillage. No Jew ventures upon the 
streets. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—A dispatch received 
from Algiers late to-night says that at 11 
o’clock perfect tranquillity prevailed there. 
The streets had been cleared and were held 
by troops. Altogether, 300 arrests have 
been made, and 100 persons are to be put 
on trial to-morrow, esday.) 

M.. Jaures received a dispatch from Al- 
giers, saying that the town was in flames 
and that 1 Jews had been killed. He 
doubted the authenticity of the message, 
the signature of which was unknown to 
him,: and the Government has had no in- 
formation of anything like so serious an 
effect.

ing to Jews, and the troops were obliged to 
assist the police in dispersing the rioters. 


STEAMER MERRIMAC IN PERIL. 


Crew Abandoned Her While at 
Anchor off Capellintos. 


FAYAL, Jan. 24.—A dispatch has been re- 
ceived here saying that the Briiish steamer 
Merrimac, Capt. Bales, from Liverpool on 
Jan. 14, via St. Michael’s, on Jan. 20, for 
New Orleans, has broken her shaft and is 
anchored at Capellintos. A code word which 
is mutilated in the message is supposed to 
mean that the vessel was abandoned in a 
dangerous position and the crew landed. A

How Judge Ong of Cleveland Would 
Punish Them for Cruelty. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 24.—Judge Ong, who 
has been hearing divorce cases, declared in 
an interview to-day in favor of the whip- 
pirg post for cruel husbands. The Judge 
said: 

“When @ woman comes into court and 
appeals to me for relief, when she is doing 
all she can to support herself and children, 
has a good character, and a miserable 
creature in the shape of man for a hus- 
band, I would give such a woman relief by 
divorce if there were not a word on the 
Subject in a single statute in Ohio. I be- 
lieve in establishing the whipping post for 
S sor cowardly creatures as these hus- 

ands.” 


WAR ON CHRISTIANS IN PERSIA. 


A Student in Illinois Learns that His 
Cousin Was Tortured to Death. 
CARLINVILLHA, Ill., Jan. 24.—The Mo- 
hammedan priests in a large village near 
Ooroomiah, Persia, have declared a jahad, 
or holy war, against the Nestorian Chris- 
tians. This is the home of Joseph Badel, a 
missionary student of Blackburn University, 
in this city. He has received authentic in- 


formation that his cousin, an influential 
man, was tortured to death in the bazaar 
and his home burned. 

Many Christians have fled, leaving their 
possessions behind, while forty have placed 
themselves under the protection of the Rus- 
sian Consulate at Labriz. The soldiers 
sent by the Governor General for protec- 
tion commit even more outrageous atrocities 
than the populace. 


A CHICAGOAN’S BLUNDER, 


Runs a Milk Depot Under a License 
Entitling Him to Marry. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Ludwig Elfmann of 
1,569 Milwaukee Avenue secured a mar- 
riage license Saturday instead of the milk 
license he wanted, and then opened a milk 
depot and sold milk. The blunder got him 
into trouble with the members ef his fam- 
ily, and had he not come to the County 


Building to-day he might have become tn- 
volved in a disagreement with the city 
authorities. 

Elfmann’s difficulties were due to his un- 
familiarity with the various .kinds of li- 
censes issued in the City Hall. He went to 
the City License Department and inquired 
for a license, without specifying the exact 
kind. He got a marriage license, and hung 
it up in his store without reading it. 

To-day his son discovered it, and demand- 
ed an explanation. Elfmann returned the 
document and got the sort needed in his 
business, 


SCHOOL CHILDREN IN A PANIC. 


Incident of a Fire Drill at the Dore 
School, Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—A panic occurred this 
afternoon at the Doré School, and about 
1,000 children rushed excitedly from the 
school into the street, bareheaded and with- 
out outdoor wearing apparel. 

Principal Hitch began giving the pupils in 
the school fire drills over two years ago. 
These drills were given at least once a week 


for several months. His plan was to have a 
fire bell rung suddenly, when least expected 
by the pupils, 

Shortly after 3 o’clock to-day Principal 
Hitch*concluded to try the children in the 
fire drill and sounded the alarm. Every- 
thing went all right until some one in the 
street yelled ‘‘ Fire!”’’ and pulled a box. 

The sight of an engine threw the children 
into a panic. It then required the combined 
energies of Principal Hitch and all the 
teachers to prevent a serious accident. As

THE MAINE SENT TO CUBA 


Battleship Leaves Key West for 
Havana, Supported by the Whola 
of Admiral Sicard’s Fleet. 


SECRETARY LONG EXPLAINS IT 


Says It Is a Friendly Call Merely— 
Spain Notified of the Course to 
be Taken—A Concession to 
the Demand for Action. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Orders to the 
battleship Maine to go to Havana were 
made known about noon to-day at the Navy 
Department. The intelligence at once caused 
some excitement and inquiry to learn what 
line of policy on the part of the Adminis- 
tration this departure was intended to in- 
dicate. The news went like wildfire to the 
Capitol, and it seemed to make its way 
promptly to the Spanish Legation, for Min- 
ister De Lome was a caller at the Depart- 
ment of State very soon after the report 
was out. 

Following the bare news that the Maine 
was to go to Havana, not at once, but as 
soon as she could be made ready to leave 
Key West, and after the announcement of 
her intended visit to that port could be 
made at Madrid, Secretary of the Navy 
Long gave out a statement, This statement, 
it was understood, had been prepared before- 
hand, and was construed as a reassurance 
on the part of the Administration that the 
call is not to be interpreted as a departure 
from our entirely friendly attitude toward 
Spain. Secretary Long said: 

“So far from there being any foundation 
for the rumors yesterday of trouble at Ha- 
vana, matters are now in such condition 
that our vessels are going to resume their 
friendly calls at Cuban ports and go in 
and out just as the vessels of other nations 
do. The Maine will go in a day or two on 
just such a visit. The department hag is- 
sued orders for vessels to attend the public 
celebrations in Mobile and the Mardi Gras 


at New Orleans, and for the torpedo flotilla 
to visit Galveston. Texas.” 


Nothing Unfriendly,.Says Mr. Day. 


That some such move has been long in 
contemplation is evidenced in the following 
statement of Assistant Secretary Day made 
this afternoon: 

“The sending of the Maine to Havana 
means simply the resumption of friendly 


naval relations with Spain. It is custom- 
ary for naval vessels of a friendly nation to 
pass in and out of the harbors of other 
countries with which they are at peace, and 
English and German warships have recente 
ly visited Havana. This is no new move, 
The President has intended to do it for 
some time, but heretofore something has 
happened to postpcre it. - 

“The orders to the Maine are nothing 
more than I have said, and there is nothing 
alarming nor unfriendly in them. The Span- 
ish Minister here is fully informed of what 
is going on, and, so far as I know, has not 
made the slightest objection to it.” 

Further, Assistant Secretary Day said 
that Consul General Lee had not sent for 
@ warship. 

Late in the afternoon, as if by prearrange- 
ment, Minister de Lome reappeared at the 
Department of State, and was for an hour 
or more in company with Assistant Secre- 
tary Day, during which the statement of 
Secretary Long was read to him. He de- 
parted, leaving behind him the authorized 
statement that he believed that the ex- 
planation of the purpose of the Maine’s visit 
would be entirely satisfactory to the Madrid 
Government, 


Officers Dislike the Apology. 


However satisfactory the assurance of 
the peaceful character of the visit of the 
Maine may be to Madrid, to the Navy- De- 
partment generally it was not precisely 
what was desired; not that the officers of 


the navy would have asked for a more am- 
ple apology for exercising a right to send a 
warship into Havana Harbor to call upon a 
friendly nation, but because the Maine was 
not sent on her peaceful mission without noe 
tice or apology at all. 

Said one naval officer of spirit and exe 
perience: 

“We have given all sorts of assurances 
to Spain of our friendship; we have spent 
much money to prove it; we have main- 
tained many ships of the naval and revenue 
marine service to intercept relief expeditions 
to the insurgents; we have had intimations 
that must be believed that the presence of 
a warship from the United States may ad- 
monish the authorities that this Government 
is not afraid to assert a right to protect 
American citizens and American interests in 
Cuba. The practice should never have been 
abandoned of having a vessel of the navy 
drop into Havana harbor occasionally. 

“The only regret that naval officers are 
likely to feel now is that the German Gov- 
ernment has preceded us in exercising the 
tight to which we are entitled, and has led 
us into a port in which we have much greate- 
or interest than Germany can ever have.” 


A Concession to Public Opinion, 


From sources that are entitled to conside 
eration, it is gatnered that the resolution 
of the Administration to send the Maine to 
Havana was reached after public opinion 
had been carefully ascertained, and it had 
been decided that nothing short of some 


such step as that announced as about to 
be taken would restrain the demand for 
some more extreme action. he Adminis- 
tration, it is asserted by those who are en- 
titled to speak for it, has become aware of 
the existence of a feeling of impatience at 
what appears to many Americans, and gen- 
erally to Spaniards, to be a timidity on the 
part of the Government. 

Resentment of this Spanish opinion of the 
Government of the United States has had 
much to do with the mrenacing speeches in 
the Congress. The President has been ad- 
vised that this feeling must be allayed by 
some decisive step, not necessarily the rec- 
ognition of belligerency of the bans or 
of intervention to stop the war against 
the insurgents. It is believed that, in the 
West particularly, where the sympathy with 
the Cuban insurgents is more boisterous 
than in the East, the sending of the Maine 
to Havana, even after so peaceful an ex- 
Pianation as that made by Secretary Long, 
will do much to assure the people of that 
gection that the Administration is not afraid 
of the Spanish or disposed to allow dicta- 
tion by the Spanish Minister as to what 
disposition shall be made of the vessels 
of the United States Navy. 


Spaniards May Be Exercised. 


State Department officials are not so sure 
as Minister de Lome says he is that the 
assurances sent to Madrid will be received 
in the spirit in which they are made or 
that all classes of people in Havana will 


“greet the Maine as the representative of a 


friendly Nation. 

The ae belief here, however, is that 
in Madrid rather than in any Cuban town 
is trouble to be looked for, there shoul 
be any misapprehension of the purpose o 
our Government in sending the Maine ta 
Havana, The temper of the opposition news- 
papers in the Spanish capital has been 
threatening for some time, and it may re-« 
quire the strong hand of the news censor 
to repress utterances that would lead to 
rioting. 

A well-known writer in Havana sent word 
to this city only a few days ago that such 
a departure from the stand-off policy here- 
tofore observed by this country would be 
regarded as intervention. It cannot be 
learn that Consul General Lee was 
sounded to ascertain whether this opin- 
fon was correct or not; but there is 
no doubt whatever that Gen. Lee was aware 
of the intention of: the Administration to 
resume the practice of sending a ship to 
Havana occasionally, and that the visit of 
the Maine would be ordered as its resump~ 
tion of a long-suspended practice. 

While Administration officials miss no - 
portunity of declaring their confidence in 
the promise of the maintenance of it 
may _be noted as matter of interest that 
the United States now has assembled near 
Key West the most formidable fleet of war- 
shi that ever has been gotten together 
un its flag. It is made up of the North

The Brooklyn Soon to Join the Fieet. 


The big protected cruiser Brooklyn is fit- 
ting out at the New York Navy Yard, and 
Capt. Cook, who commands her, was at the 
Navy Department this morning, expecting 
to sail the latter part of this week to join 


Admiral Bunce’s squadron. The_ gunboat 
Nashville and the training ship Essex are 
at Port Royal, S. C., within easy call, and 
the entire navy may be said to be ina state 
of preparedness that is gratifying to the 
Officials, in view of the limited resources 
placed in their hands by Congress. 

Admiral Sicard’s orders were not made 
public in their text at the Navy Depart- 
ment, but it was stated that the substance 
of them was contained in the statement 
made by Secretary Long. The orders were 
not sent directly to the Maine for the 
reason that she is now attached to the 
squadron, and the naval regulations require 
all such orders to go through the superior 
officer. There is some question whether the 
telegram reached the Admiral before he 
sailed with his squadron from Key West for 
Tortugas Harbor. The belief is that it did 
not, but this will make little difference in 
the programme, inasmuch as the telegram 
doubtless will be sent to the Admiral by one 
of the torpedo boats or some other means of 
conveyance, Thé detailsof the Maine’s move- 
ments are believed to be left for the ar- 
rangement of Admiral Sicard, but it is 
thought that the ship, which put to sea with 
the squadron, may be detached and proceed 
to Havana, 


THE MAINE AND HER COMMANDER. 


It Was Capt. Sigsbee Whe Wrecked a 
Dock to Save an Excursion Boat. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Maine, 

which has been selected to make the visit 

to Havana for the protection of American 
interests, is a battleship ‘of the second 
class, and is regarded as one of the best 
ships in the new navy. She was built at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and is 318 feet 
long, 57 feet broad, 21.6 feet mean draught, 
and 6,682 tons’ displacement. She has two 
ten-inch vertical turrets and two military 
masts, and her motive power is furnished 
by twin-screw vertical triple-expansion en- 
gines, having a maximum horse power of 

9,203, capable of making a speed of 17.45 

knots. 

She carries 4 ten-inch and 6 six-inch 
breechloading guns in her main battery, 
and 7 six-pounder and 8 one-pounder rapid- 
fire guns, and 4 Gatlings in her secondary 
battery, and 4 Whitehead torpedoes. 

_ Capt. Sigsbee, her commander, is a favor- 

ite in the Navy Department. For four years 

he was Chief of the Hydrographic Office, 
and by his energy brought the office up to 

a high standard. He justified the depart- 

ment’s judgment in the selection by run- 

ning his ship straight into a dock in New 

York Harbor to avoid running down a 

packed excursion boat. This was a display 

of quick judgment, nerve, and pluck that 
pleased the department so highly that the 

Captain was sent a complimentary letter.

CUBANS EXPECT TROUBLE, 


Secretary Quesada and Senor Alber- 
tini Talk in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Sefior Quesada, 
Secretary of the Cuban Junta, and Sefior 
Albertini of the Cuban staff in Washington 
were about the Capitol during the day con- 
ferring with members concerning the Cuban 
status. Mr. Quesada said: 

“The sending of the Maine to Cuba, what- 
ever may be the official version, is, in our 
opinion, proof that things are in such con- 
dition in the few Spanish strongholds that 
Anarchy reigns and that American citizens 
and property, unable to find protection at 


the hands of the impotent Spanish Govern- 
ment, have now the protection of their 
own vessels. It is a declaration to the 
world that the United States are not afraid 
of the Spanish rabble which seems to con- 
trol the Spanish officials. 

“The attitude of the Spanish papers and 
officials has been that the presence of an 
American warship in Havana means inter- 
vention; undoubtedly they will now say 
that it is the most natural thing for any 
nation to send its vessels to the ports of a 
friendly power, and Mr. De Lome will de- 
clare that his Government is delighted, But 
we shall soon hear from Gen. Weyler’s sub- 
ordinates in Cuba and from Spain—that is, 
if the cannon of the Maine do not bring 
to the Spanish minds the conviction that 
prudence in this case is the better part of 
valor.” 

Sefior Albertini says the sending of the 
Maine will justify itself by future events. 
From his acquaintance with Spanish meth- 
ods, he says there is greater room for ap- 

rehension than has yet been shown, and 

e declares that as soon as Spain finds that 
Cuba is lost a carnival] of slaughter will be 
inaugurated with the guns of Morro Castle 
and the Cabanas trained on the City of 
Havana.

CALL FOR A RAID ON AMERICANS. 


KEY WEST, Jan. 24.—There has been 
much excitement in this city during the !ast 
twenty-four hours, due to an alarming tele- 
gram from Havana stating that the streets 
had been flooded with an anonymous ultra- 


Spanish circular calling upon all anti- 
American elements to mobilize and raid the 
American colony. 

Captain General Blanco, fearfnl that the 
rabid element of the city might attempt 
such violence, has placed an extra military 
guard around Consul General Lee’s resi- 
dence. Many of the Americans in the city 
who believe they are in danger, prepared 
their affairs for any emergency. This news 
is what gave rise to the rumor that Gen. 
Lee had been assassinated.

HAVANA, Jan. 24.—On Jan. 15, about fif- 
teen miles out of Nuevitas, on the Nuevitas 
Railroad, the insurgents exploded a dyna- 


mite bomb, destroying the rails for a dis- 
tance of forty meters, demolishing an ex- 
ploring engine and two iron-covered cars, 
killing a Sergeant and wounding sixteen 
volunteers of the Madrid battalion. 

On the 17th they exploded another bomb, 
killing two soldiers and wounding five. 


APPROVAL SHOWN IN CONGRESS. 


Senators and Congressmen of All Par- 
ties Express Gratification. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Senators and 
Members of Congress of all parties ex- 
pressed their gratification at the action of 
the Government in sending the Maine to 
Havana, as follows: 

Senator Frye—The action 
satisfactory to me. 

Senator Gray—It is very proper to have a 
warship in Havana for the protection of 
American interests, 

Senator Morgan—Germany has shown the 
United States the way by sending her war- 
ships to Havana, and is evidently badger- 
ing this Government in this matter. 

Senator Foraker was particularly pleased 
to hear the news. He said he wished the 
Texas and the other vessels of the squadron 
would be ordered to follow the Maine. 

Senator Cullom-—I am glad to hear it. I 
hope the Maine will be followed by other 
vessels. 

Senator Teller—I would like to see the 
harbor of Havana filled with American 
ships. 

Senator Turpie—I am very glad of it. 
is good news. 

Senator Daniel—I am glad to hear it; it 
ought to have been done two years ago. 

Representative Cummings of New York— 
The Maine ought to have been sent to 


Havana ‘two years ago. It would have 
Saved the life of many an American citizen, 
put a stop to the butcheries of Weyler, and 
forced Spain to troop in the ranks of civ- 
ilization. But better late than never. The 
country has been awake for a long time. 
I am glad that its outcry has at last start- 
ed the Administration from its lethargy. 

Representative Grosvenor of Ohio—I con- 
strue this action to mean that there was ap- 
prehension of another. outbreak at Havana 
and that it would be directed against our 
people. I cannot think the sending of the 
Maine is:' due to any strain between the 
United States and Spain, but rather to meet 
the anticipated emergency of an outbreak. 

Chairman Boutelle of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs—If the Maine has gone 
to Havana, it is an entirely natural move- 
ment. The sending of our ships to the 
ports of the world implies no offense. 

Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
Committee—In questions of a diplomatic 
character I will not express an opinion as 
to the expediency of a move, as it is to 
be presumed that the Pxecutive authorities 
acted with a completeness of information 
not available to the general public. More- 
over, it was of course to be presumed that 
any such step was dictated by what the 
Executive authority felt to be for the best 
interests of the country. 

Representative Sulzer of New York—I do 
not know what this act on the part of the 
Republican Administration means. But I 
do know what Mr. McKinley ought to do 
at once, and that is to send to Havana the 
North Atlantic squadron, to maintain order, 
protect American citizens and property, and 
aid the Cubans in ee their liberty, as 
a helped our Revolutionary fathers, in

There was gratification expressed among 
members of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, especially by Messrs. Smith, 
Heatwole, and Pearson, three Republicans 
who had expressed some unrest at the non- 
action of the committee or the House in 
the matter of Cuba.

CUBA IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


Republican Substitute for the Bellig- 
erency Resolutions Adopted. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The resolutions of- 
fered last week by Messrs. Collins and Red- 
ington of New York, requesting the Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress from 
this State to support a measure recognizing 
the belligerency of the Cuban insurgents, 
came up for discussion in the Assembly this 
evening. Mr. Kelsey of Livingston offered 
the following substitute for both resolu- 
tions: 

“ Resolved, That the cause of Cuba from 
the beginning of the revolution has deserved 
and has received the sympathy of our peo- 
ple, whose earnest hopes are for its speedy 
triumph. As the representatives in the*Leg- 
islature of the State of New York, we unite 
in denouncing the atrocities committed by 
Spanish troops upon the Cubans, and we 
appeal to our National Government for the 
exercise of its influence in behalf of peace 
by whatever means necessity may require 
at the earliest moment when its obligations 
other than those affecting Spain will permit 
the termination of the struggle. 

*“* Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing 
resolution be forwarded by the Clerk of the 
Assembly to the presiding officer of the 
Senate and to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives in Congress.’’ 

A long debate ensued, the Democrats de- 
claring that the resolution offered by the 
Republican member from Livingston was in- 
definite and meaningless, while the Repub- 
licans argued that the Legislature had no 
right to go further fn the direction of ad- 
vising Congress what it ought to do. 

Mr. Armstrong of Monroe said that pop- 
gun resolutions and gas would do little to 
free Cuba, but contributions from weekly 
salaries might, whereupon Mr. Chanler of 
New York declared that Democracy, as ex- 
emplified by the action of Tammany Hall 
in New York, had contributed $20,000 to the 
eause of Cuba, against $1,800 collected in 
the State Department at Washington.

IN THE CHICAGO WHEAT PIT. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—The last ten minutes 
of to-day’s session in wheat were as lively 
as any equal period in the days of the 
Leiter excitement. Opening at a sharp ad- 
vance, the market dawdled along until near 
the close, when the receipt of news that 
American warships had been ordered to Ha- 
vana started every short in the pit for 
eover. There was no wheat for sale, and 
the price shot up rapidly. 

The official closing price for May was 
93lec., a cent and a half over Saturday's 
close, but before the crowd left the pit 94c. 
was bid. July closed at 84%@S85c., an ad- 
vance of %c. Corn and oats were dull, but 
closed with a slight advance. Provisions 
were strong, and showed closing advances 
ranging from 5 to 10 cents. 


SPAIN SEEKING RECIPROCITY. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Minister Wood- 
ford has cabled to the Department of State 
that the Government of Spain has consent- 
ed to negotiate a commercial treaty with 
the United States, on the basis of reciproc- 
ity, with sehedules for Cuba and the penin- 
sula. The negotiations will be conducted 
in Washington, at a time yet to be agreed 
upon. 


MADRID, Jan. 24.—The Cabinet will meet 
on Wednesday to discuss the proposed com- 
mercial treaty between the United States 
and Cuba. 

United States Minister Woodford asserts 
that the American gunboat Helena is pro- 
ceeding to Lisbon merely to relieve the 
American vessel now there.

Leaders Urge Continuance of the 
Work Here Without Regard 
to Primary Bills. 


MR. BROOKFIELD’S VIEWS 


He Says that Reformation in This 
County at Once Is Necessary— 
J. gv. Belden and the 
State Organization. 


William Brookfield, leader of the anti- 
Platt Republicans, said yesterday that the 
Committee of Fifty-three should go ahead 
with the execution of its plan of reorganiza- 
tion without present reference to the prob- 
ability that a primary election law will be 
passed at Albany that will be satisfactory 
to Republicans as a party. Mr. Brookfield 
was asked: 

“If a fair primary law be passed should 
the Committee of Fifty-three go on with its 
plans? ’”’ 

“It will be time enough to discuss that 
feature of the situation when a primary 
law has been passed. While it is true that 
the Governor is in favor of a fair law, it 
may be that members of the Assembly and 
some of the Senators do not feel the same 
way. The Committee of Fifty-three ought 
to go on with the work of reorganization as 
vigorously and hastily as possible, and de- 
termine what its position shall be after a 


fair primary law has been placed on the 
statute books. 

ve So far as I am personally concerned, I 
haven’t changed my mind about the neces- 
sity for a reorganization of the rty in 
this county, because there has been no 
change in the machine, and if the present 
machine is the exponent of Republicanism, 
then is Republicanism detestable.” 


Committee’s Work Necessary. 


“The passage of a primary election law 
would not do away with the necessity for 
the reorganization of the Republican Par- 
ty,” said Chairman Kenyon of the Commit- 
tee of Fifty-three yesterday. ‘The agita- 
tion for an honest and a fair law is com- 


mendable, and should be supported by all 
good citizens, but the law would not super- 
sede the work of the committee. On the 
contrary, it would make the reorganization 
of the Republican Party locally all the 
more important and necessary. Our protest 
has not been so much aoa, the manner of 
enrollment as against the methods of party 
management and the policy of those who 
have controlled the party organization, 

“A leadership has resulted which has 
brought the party to disaster, the organ- 
ization into contempt, and outraged the 
sense Of decency of a majority of Repub- 
licans. To avert the storm that has come 
upon them the organization leaders have 
not unnaturally joined in the cry for a new 
primary election law, for that will help to 
divert attention from the local condition of 
affairs. 

“Tf the best primary law that can be 
passed is passed, the movement of the Com- 
mittee of Fifty-three will go right on. It 
was organized to do a certain work, that 
being to reorganize the Republican Part 
in the County of New York, and under inch 
leadership and with such methods of control 
as will so commend themselves to all Re- 
ee that they will follow it to the 

olls’’ 

J. Bayard Backus, Chairman of the En- 
rollment Committee of the anti-Platt Re- 
publicans, said: 

“The work of our committee is progress- 
ing rapidly. Of course, we are all interested 
in the passage of a fair and just primary 
law, but the passage of such an act would 
have no effect upon our work. Our work 
will not be accomplished until there is an 
organization in this county representing the 
sentiment of the large body of Republicans 
who believe that right is right, and that 
fraud must cease in the control of party 
machinery.” 


Mr, Belden’s Position. 


Mr. Kenyon made it plain that the local 
movement should not be confounded with 
the State movement. The two, he said, 
have nothing in common, so far as their re- 
spective spheres of action are concerned 


and the direct resultseach hopes to achieve. 
The State leaders who conferred at the Man- 
hattan Hotel hoped, it was said, to induce 
Congressman James J. Belden to accept the 
leadership of a State anti-Platt movement. 
Mr. Belden refused. He said yesterday 
with regard to the matter: 

“I have determined that it would be bet- 
ter for the success of the movement if some 
other and younger man take charge of it. 
I am in full sympathy with the movement, 
and will do all that I can to aid it. I know 
that the time is ripe for the success of an 
effort to purify the Republican Party and 
place it in the position it should occupy. 
All over the State there is dissatisfaction, 
and when the right man comes along the 
sentiment will be crystallized, and the re- 
sult will be that present methods will be 
done away with. ; 

“The party must be purified and re- 
formed, or it must ge through the disaster 
of defeat. I should hate to see the old Re- 
publican Party broken up, but it will come 
unless some radical changes are made in 
party management. 

“TI am glad that the idea of holding a 
State Convention has been given up, as it is 
too early to hold a convention, as no policy 
has been determined upon.’’ 


PLATT MEN BADLY BEATEN. 


New Amsterdam Republican Club Still 
Indorses the Committee of 53. 


The Platt men in the New Amsterdam 
Republican Club, in the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict, were badly beaten last evening. At 
the previous meeting of the club a resolution 
was passed indorsing the Committee of 
Fifty-three’s plan for the reorganization of 
the Republican Party in the city. This 
measure was denounced as “snap action” 
by the Platt men, and it was asserted that 
the resolution was passed after about thirty 
of them had gone. So it was decided to se- 
cure a reconsideration of the vote at a full 
meeting of the club. 

There was a good attendance last evening, 
and immediately after the meeting was 
opened W. J. Conover moved to reconsider 
the resolution. A lively debate followed. 

George C. Austin was in favor of recon- 
sidering the resolution, not because he was 
an admirer of the machine, but he thought 
that the club had better wait for the pas- 
sage of the primaries bill, which might 
cause the machine to go out of existence.

Witnesses Refuse to Testify Before 
the Investigating Committee. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 24.—Investigation of 
the Hanna bribery charges was continued 
here to-day.

The refusal of these witnesses to testify 
compels the committee to look elsewhere 
for the evidence, 


ENGLISH CAPITAL FOR ALABAMA 


Syndicate to Build a $1,000,000 Steel 
Plant Near Birmingham. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 24.—The fact 
that Alabama iron was underselling the 
English product in its home market induced 
an English syndicate to send agents to Ala- 
bama last Spring to ascertain the extent of 
the State’s mineral resources. These agents 
made a careful investigation. Acting on 
their report, which was very favorable, it is 
learned that this syndicate has definitely de- 
cided to build a million-dollar steel plant 
near Birmingham. 

They have obtained options through local 
representatives on a large quantity of ore 
lands, and are now ready to locate the 
plant. The intention is to export the steel 
made here to the old country, and there 
make it up into finished articles of trade 
for the Continental market, besides furnish- 
ing local factories. The success of the Bir- 
enfhghean rolling steel plant is said to have 
been the determining point in inducing the 
venture of the English capitalists. 


THE MONETARY CONVENTION. 


Large Number of Delegates Already 
in Indianapolis—Work to Begin 
This Afternoon, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 24.—The general in- 
terest in the Monetary Convention, which 
meets in this city to-morrow, was shown by 
the large number of delegates who arrived 
to-day. By 6 o'clock this evening fully 100 
delegates had registered at the headquarters 
in the Denison House, and nearly as Many 
more came in upon the night trains. 

The convention does not begin until 3 
o’clock to-morrow afternoon, and the ex- 
pectation is that the great majority of the 
delegates will arrive on the morning trains. 


The convention will assemble at the Grand 
Opera House and will be called to order 
by Chairman Hanna of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Gov. Mount of Indiana will deliver 
a brief address of welcome, and Gov.

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Felipe L. Eguia Takes Paris Green 
in the Apartments of a 
Woman Friend. 


HE SAW STARVATION AHEAD 


‘Says that His Father Was a Spanish 
Minister—He Gives Evidence of 
an Unbalanced Mind— 

May Recover. 


Felipe L. Eguia, a Spaniard, attempted 
to kill himself last night, after writing out a 
long account of his life, in which he said 
that he was starving and had no hope. 

About 9 o’clock persons living in the house 
at 136 West Fifteenth Street heard groans 
in the room occupied by a Mrs. Gori, and 
on investigation found Eguia suffering from 
paris green poisoning. In his eagerness to 
make sure of his death he had taken too 
much of the stuff and was vomiting. This 
may save him. He was taken immediately 
to the New York Hospital, where it was 
said that he might recover. 

Several papers were found on Eguia’s per- 
son, One was a letter to the Coroner, in 
which he said he was starving, he could 
find nothing to do, and had no hope, and 
asked the ‘“‘ charitable world to look after 
the lovely creature’’ he leaves behind. 

Another paper was a long statement, pre- 
pared with care, in which, however, all 
‘names had been erased. This paper gives 
an account of Eguia’s life from youth up to 
the time of his determination to kill him- 
self. It is entitled ‘‘Sad Memories,” and 
the first sentence reads: 

“I was born in 1849 in the City of Madrid, 
Spain, which knowingly is looked upon as 
the cradle of despotism and inquisition.” 

The account then relates that at eighteen 
Egulia got his Bachelor’s degree, and short- 
ly afterward went to Paris. There he start- 
ed an anti-clerical paper. His father, who, he 
says, was the Minister of War of Spain, op- 

osed this course as soon as he learned of 

t, and induced him to ere up the paper 
and return to Spain. e was reconciled 
with his father, who then, the account says, 
tried to force him to marry the Duchess of 
—. He rebelled, went to Africa, and 
fought in a Spaish campaign against the 
natives. Returning to his native land 
again, he joined in a revolt against the 
Government, and was condemned to be shot. 
The Duchess, although he had refused to 
mar her, interceded or intrigued, and 
saved his life, omy 

Eguia then fled to Mexico. In that Cath- 
olic country he again espoused the anti- 
clerical cause, and again got into trouble. 
The account says he was poisoned and his 
mind and health wrecked. For ‘‘ two years 
I was an abject imbecile. The greatest doc- 
tors tried to find out what poison had been 
given to me, but did not succeed. I know I 
was poisoned, because I was always spitting 
hair; and my mind is still rattled.” 

After this he got into a controversy with 
a Mexican, the narrative says; fought a 
duel, and killed his adversary. He then 
came to this ae, Here he did anything 
he could put his hands to—waited in hotels, 
was an insurance agent, and was em- 
ployed by the Mosler Safe Company. He 
could not get along, and saw starvation 
ahead. The only regret he nas at leaving 
this world, he says, is for the “woman I 
love and whom I have unwillingly injured.”’ 

At the house where he was found last 
night it was said that Eguia was a fre- 
quent calier on Mrs. Gori. The latter, it 
was said, is the widow of a Spanish mer- 
chant. She left the house yesterday at 11 
A. M. and had aot returned —- to a late 
hour last night. Eguia call yesterday 
about 5 P. M., and, as usual, went up to 
Mrs. Gort’s apartments. This was the last 
seen or heard of him until the family was 
startled last night by groans in Mrs. Gori’s 
room. 

A closer search among Eguia’s papers 
brought to light a letter from Juan N. 
Navarro, Mexican Consul General, com- 
mending Eguia as an _ honest, intelligent, 
and industrious man.”’ This letter was dated 
Jan, 11, 1898. 


STARVATION OR ARREST. 


A Woman Steals Openly in a Sixth 
Avenue Store and Telis Her Cap- 
tors Why She Did It. 


Several customers in a Sixth Avenue dry 
goods store late yesterday afternoon ob- 
served a plainly dressed woman about thir- 
ty-two years old, who was going about the 
counters openly taking various articles 
which she thrust into her pockets or be- 
neath her cloak. The woman’s thefts were 
committed so openly that several persons 
warned her that she would surely be ar- 
rested. 

‘That's what I want,” she replied, and a 
few minutes later attracted the attention 
of Mary Quigg, one of the detectives con- 
nected with the store, who attempted to ar- 
rest her. The woman resisted fiercely, 
however, until a policeman was finally 
called in, with whom she went to the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. A search of her 
clothing revealed a carving set, three pieces 
of Jace, three shirt waists, a silk vest, a 
piece of velvet, and several small articles. 

At the station house the woman, who ap- 
peared not in the least perturbed, refused 
absplutely to give her name or address, or 
to tell any*hing whatever about herself. 
She calmly told the police that she had de- 
liberately planned to get ailfested, She said 
that imprisonment or starving in the street 
had been the two alternatives to be faced, 
and she had chosen the former. ; 

When pressed to give her name, she finally 
said: *‘ Ah, put it down as Lizzie Flood. 
That’s not my name, but will answer your 
purpose.” 

The woman was pretty, and gave every 
indication of intelligence and refinement. 


FIRE IN A BROADWAY HOTEL. 


Little Damage, but Great Excitement— 
Five Servants Faint, 


Fire started last night in the New York 
Hotel, 663 Broadway, and immediately ad- 
joining the larger Broadway Central Hotel, 
and for a time there was great excitment in 
that part of Broadway. 

Thomas McGowan, a bartender, discovered 


the fire about 11 P. M. in the front part of 
the basement. He called Policeman Binn 
of the Mercer Street Station, and the latter 
called the engines. Seventy-five guests were 
registered, but only fifteen were in the 
hotel at the time. Of this number, three 
were women. A porter warned the guests 
to get ready to flee in case the fire was dan- 
gerous, and all hurriedly dressed, 

Seven servant girls occupy small rooms on 
the top floor, and when they heard the 
porter crying “‘fire,’’ they grew wildly ex- 
cited. Five of them fainted. The remaining 
two dashed several pitchers of water in 
their faces, and they soon revived. By this 
time the firemen were on the scene and 
had the flames under control. The damage 
is estimated at $3U0.

PANIC AT A FIRE. 


Fire in the big double tenement 447 West 
Sixteenth Street last night caused a wild 
panic among the tenants of the building, 
during which one man was overcome by 
smoke, a woman was injured by falling 
from a fire escape, and many others had

Mrs. Mary Gray, twenty-seven years old, 
attempted to follow them, and fell from 
the first floor to the street, injuring her 
back. When the firemen got into the house 
to see if there were any more persons in- 
side, they stumbled over a man who was 
unconscious. He was carried to the street 
and found to be the man, Wood, who had 
first seen the fire. He was taken to Belle- 
rue Hospital. 
: After 2 second alarm had been responded 
to the flames were gotten under control. 
The damage is estimated at $3,000. The 
origin of the fire is unknown.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Mr. Simpson’s Discussion of: the 
New England Strike Starts a 
Lively Debate in the House. 


PRESIDENT McKINLEY QUOTED 


The Kansan Says He Spoke in Favor 
of a Restriction of Immigration, 
but Mr. Grosvenor Denies It— 
Populist Rule in Kansas. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—After the House 
to-day had consumed two hours in the con- 
sideration of District of Columbia business, 
it went into Committee of the Whole and 
resumed consideration of the Indian Appro- 
priation bill. Speaking to a pro forma 
amendment, Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.,) com- 
mented on an interview with the President 
relative to the strike in the cotton mills of 
New England, wherein the President was 
quoted as deprecating the condition of labor 
and as favoring a restriction of immigra- 
tion. Mr. Simpson spoke of the report of 
the Agricultural Department experts on the 
condition of the residents of the slums of 
New York, in which he said the experts al- 
leged that their poverty was due to extrav- 
agance. The experts, he said, stated that 
these people sometimes bought beefsteak 
when they could get twice as much nutri- 
ment out of bananas. The upshot of Mr. 
Simpson’s comment was that there should 
be economy in Governmental affairs. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.,) replied in some 
g0o0d-natured remarks, in which he twitted 
Mr. Simpson on having ceased to wail of 
miseries of bleeding Kansas and was now 
looking for misery elsewhere. 

“We have Populist rule in Kansas now, 
and there is no longer any misery out 
there,” interrupted Mr. Simpson. 

‘Isn’t Populist rule misery enough?” ex- 
claimed Mr. Henderson, (Rep., Iowa.) 
_Continuing, Mr. Dingley said he also be- 
lieved in econonmfy, but he thought it 
strange that on every proposition to in- 
crease expenditures the gentleman from 
mountn (Simpson) had voted in the affirm- 
ative. 

“That is not true,” interposed Mr. Simp-

“I leave that to the members of the 
House who have seen him filing through the 
tellers,” responded Mr. Dingley, who con- 
cluded by saying he hoped members would 
follow the words, not the example, of Mr. 
Simpson. 

Mr. Curtis, (Rep., Kan.,) commenting on 
Mr. Simpson’s statement about the reap- 
ee of prosperity in Kansas owing to 

opulistic rule, said that in one year of 
Republican rule in this country the farm- 
ers of Kansas had paid off $50,000,000 of 
mortgages, while under Populistic rule in 
Kansas every State institution was suffer- 
ing for lack of funds, and for the first time 
in years State warrants were being stamped 

Not good for lack of funds.” The people 
of Kansas, he said, were proud of the Re- 
publican Party. 

Mr. Simpson, in reply, said that when the 
Populists retired from power three years 
ago they left $500,000 in the State Treas- 
ury. When they resumed last year the 
Treasury was bankrupt. , 

The controversy attracted more and more 
attention as it proceeded; gradually others 
were drawn into it. Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., 
Ohio,) took exception to Mr. Simpson's quo- 
tation from the alleged interview with the 
President on the immigration question, The 
alleged interview, he said, purported to be 
what Mr. McKinley had said in private 
ecnversation. While he did not pretend to 
speak by authority, he said he did not be- 
lieve the President had given utterance to 
some of the alleged expressions, Quoting 
the sentence which made the Presidnt say 
he would use his personal influence with 
members of the House to scure the pas- 
sage of the Immigration -bill, he asked if 
there was any member on the floor who be- 
lieved the President had said any such 
cnang. “No,” “‘ No,” came in chorus from 
es epublican side.

PENSION BILL IN SENATE. 


In a Speech Concerning It, Mr. Gorman 
Accuses Republicans of Trying to 
Create a “ Fictitious Balance.” 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—In the Senate 
to-day, in accordance with notice previous- 
ly given, Mr. Perkins (Rep., Cal.,) called up 
the Pension Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.,) secured the 
adoption of an amendment providing that 
hereafter no pension shall be paid upon 
power of attorney from pensioners residing 
in foreign countries. 

Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.,) briefly addressed 
the Senate. He said the bill did not carry 
by eight or ten million dollars the sum 
necessary for the pensions for 1899. He 
charged that the bill was framed to meet 
the deficit in revenues which, he said, was 
anticipated by the Administration. 

“It is simply one of several efforts,” he 
declared, ‘“‘to create a fictitious balance in 
the Treasury.” 

“Have you any fear,” Mr. Mason (Rep., 
ZiL,) inquired, “‘we shall have to borrow 
a@s much money as you did?” 

“The point I make,” replied Mr. Gorman, 
“is that you are not levying enough taxes 
to pay the expenses of the Government. Of 
course, the money paid into the Treasury 
on account of the Pacific Railroad sale has 
built up the balance. Had it not been for 
a we should have been in a serious condi- 

ion.”’ 

“How much more did we get for the 
Pacific Railroad than you agreed to také 
for it?” persisted Mr. Mason. 

“ That is a question,” replied Mr. Gorman, 
“that is yet to be determined. Whether 
your policy in that regard is wise or other- 
wise remains to-be seen.”’ 

Mr. Gorman concluded with the statement 
that it had been predetermined Congress 
should adjourn with slim appropriations and 
no legislation whatever. 

Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn.,) called attention 
to Mr. Gorman’s statement concerning the 
evident efforts to hold down appropria- 
tions, and declared it to be a reflection on 
the Committee on Appropriations. 

“So far as I am concerned,” said Mr. 
Platt, “I am satisfied that there will be no 
difficulty in the Government revenues in 
1899, and I think a study of the receipts 
from month to month under the present law 
will fully justify my belief.” 

Mr, Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) Chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations, declared 
that such purpose as had been attributed 
by the Senator from Maryland (Gorman) 
to the Committee on Appropriations was 
mews to him.

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CIVIL SERVICE INQUIRY 


Intimation that the Commission 
Has Sought to Interfere 
with the Testimony. 


STATEMENT BY E. D. BAILEY 


The Assistant Chief Examiner Says 
His Powers Were Curtailed After 
His Former Evidence Before 
the Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—A bombshell 
was sprung at to-day’s session of the Senate 
Civil Service Investigating Committee when 
BE. D. Bailey, Assistant Chief Examiner of 
the Civil Service Commission and a leading 
witness, intimated that the commission had 
sought to interfere with his testimony. Sen- 
ator Pritchard, Chairman of the Investigat- 
ing Committee, said that the object of the 
investigation was not to break down the 
civil service law or to establish the spoils 
system, but to ascertain facts, and that the 
committee did not intend to permit its wit- 
nesses to be intimidated by the Civil Service 
Commission or anybody else. 

When Mr. Bailey was called to the stand 
Chairran Pritchard read a letter which, 
he said, he had received from Mr. Bailey, 
saying that he was “ under unpleasant sus- 
picion’’ by reason of being summoned, and 
asking why he had been singled out from 
the commission. Senator Pritchard told the 
witness, who hesitated in giving testimony 
in regard to the subject referred to in the 
letter, that he must state all that had oc- 
curred. “If any one has interfered with 
you,” he said, “it is due the committee to 
tell everything.” 

“The first thing that revealed the fact 
that I might be suspected of knowing more 
about examinations than I actually know,” 


Mr. Bailey then said, ‘was when Mr. Proc- 
ter called me to his office a little after the 
first testimony I gave. He said he had no 
desire to influence my testimony in any 
way, but that the Chairman of the commit- 
tee had not summoned any one friendly to 
the commission, and asked me to tell him 
what I was to say, so he could be prepared 
to answer.”’ 

The witness insisted that he did not be- 
lieve Mr. Procter intended to intimidate 
him. A little later Mr. Bailey said he was 
searching the regords for data as to Albert 
Baker, who has figured in the investiga- 
tion, when Chief Examiner ‘Serven asked 
him by what authority he was divulging the 
records of the commission, and advised him 
to ask the commission for a statement. He 
continued, however, to make pencil memo- 
randa. These he had submitted to Mr. 
Procter, who had expressed no dissent, but 
again it was suggested to him he had bet- 
ter obtain the information officially. Then 
he submitted the memoranda to the inves- 
tigating committee, Mr. Proctor meantime 
saying he had no suggestion to make, 

Later Chief Examiner Serven told him 
that he (Serven) had conferred with the 
commission; that the latter were not pleased 
with what Mr. Bailey had said and that Mr. 
Serven regarded Mr. Bailey’s testimony as 
a criticism of the Administration -rather 
than a suggestion for the amendment of the 
law. Mr. Serven had stamped Mr. Balley’s 
testimony as “fire in the rear,” and the 
commission had instructed Chief Examiner 
Serven that Mr. Bailey, his chief clerk, 
was not hereafter to sign any recommenda- 
tions to the commission, as had been his 
custom, That had curtailed the witness's 
duties and powers. 

Chairman Procter of the Civil Service 
Commission cross-examined Mr. Bailey and 
sought to show that the latter had been a 
*“* mischiefmaker.” 

“Did you not,” he asked, “‘ communicate 
with a United States Senator last March 
relating to the administration of the civil 
service?” 

‘““I have communicated,” was the reply, 
“with a number of Senators and others, 
but cannot say as to last March.” 

*“* About that time you applied to the Pres- 
Mgnt for the Chief Examinership?”’

“Then your friends did?”’ 

“Not that I know of, or with my au- 
thority.” 

Mr. Procter then took the stand and, made 
a lengthy statement. He characterized Mr. 
Bailey’s views as valueless, and was con- 
tinuing on this line when the committee 
checked him and advised him to keep his 
testimony within proper bounds. Mr. 
Procter then went on to take up in detail 
criticisms of the administration of the com- 
mission, and submitted statements from 
heads of divisions to sustain his position. 

The investigation will be resumed next 
Wednesday, when it is understood that Mr. 
Procter, Mr. Bailey, and others will be ex- 
amined. 


HUSBAND ASKS $50,000 DAMAGES. 


H. N. Curtis Accused of Allenating 
Mrs, Moorehouse’s Affections, 


Herbert N. Curtis, a wealthy young man, 
said to hail from Waterbury, Conn., was 
arrested by Deputy Sheriff Walgering yes- 
terday on an order issued by Justice Hirsch- 
berg of the Supreme Court at Poughkeepsie 
in connection with a suit to recover $50,000 
damages, brought against him by Joseph J. 
Moorehouse of Poughkeepsie, who alleges 
that Curtis alienated the affections of his 
wife. The prisoner was released in $2,500 
cash bail. 

In his complaint, Moorehouse alleges that 
he and his wife, Minnie, were married on 
June 28, 1883; that on Feb. 26, 1896, Curtis 
induced his wife to run away with him;

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RUSH TO THE YUKON BEGUN. 


, Steamers Sail from Portland and 
Seattle with Many Passengers. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 24.—The steamer 
Oregon sailed for Alaska last night with 
450 passengers and 1,250 tons of general 
merchandise and baggage. Fifty head of 
live stock formed part of the cargo. All 
day long thousands of people swarmed 
about the steamer’s dock, and so great was 
the crush that ten policemen were detailed 
to handle the crowd. No less than 300 peo- 
ple who applied for passage were refused, 
and hundreds of tons of freight are lying on 
the docks awaiting transportation to the 
gold fields. 

The rush to the Yukon has begun earlier 
than was anticipated by the transportation 
companies, and every steamer that leaves 
is compelled to refuse both passengers and 
freight. The demand for lumber in Alaska 
is enormous, but steamships refuse to carry 
it, preferring to take less bulky freight, 
leaving the lumber for sailing vessels. 


SEATTLE, Washington, Jan. 24.—The 
steamer Noyo sailed for Alaska to-day, car- 
rying 180 passengers and 175 tons of freight.

RATES TO DAWSON CITy. 


American Roads Handicapped by the 
Inter-State Commerce Law. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—Eastern and Western 
roads will take up the question of rates to 
Alaska this week, and an effort will be 
made to agree on through tariffs to Dawson 
City. To-morrow the roads of the Western 
Passenger Association will meet and dis- 
cuss the advisability of asking the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission to suspend 
such parts of the law as will enable them 
to meet the low rates to be made by the 
Canadian Pacific, without subjecting them- 
selves to the penalty of violating the long 
and short haul clause of the inter-State com- 


merce law. On the day following the roads 
of the Central Passenger Association will 
meet for the same purpose, and on Wednes- 
day a joint meeting of Eastern and Western 
roads will be held. 

There is no doubt that the Western roads 
will ask the suspension of the long and 
short haul] clause of the inter-State com- 
merce law. As matters now stand, the 
roads of this country are not able to meet 
the competition of the Canadian Pacific 
without demoralizing their local rates. The 
Canadian Pacific insists upon the enforce- 
ment of its differentials on Alaska business, 
notwithstanding the fact that it has as 

a line for the business as anybody else. 

he Western roads will, after everything 

else has been tried, meet whatever rates the 

Canadian Pacific may establish. It is like- 

ly that the roads of the Central Passenger 

Association will act in the same manner as 
the Western lines.

Party, Missing. 

HACKENSACK, Jan. 24.—The young men 
of this village who were to have started 
for Alaska to-day to take positions under 
Arthur M. Davis of Hackensack did not 
do so. Mr. Davis was freight claim agent 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad in New 
York, but threw up the position to become 
manager of the Northern Pacific Trading 
and Transportation Company of San Fran- 
cisco, The principal reason why his assist- 
ants did not start was the absence of Mr. 
Davis. He left his home last Monday, and 
has not yet returned. Mrs, Davis says she 
does not know where her husband has gone, 
but the young men say he is detained in 
Baltimore on business.

As stated in THs NeW YORK Times on 
Sunday, a number of preliminary meetings 
were held last: week, with the result that 
a call for.a meeting at the Art Building, in 
Montague Street, was sent out. The meet- 
ing was not to be a public or general one, 
and only certain prominent Brooklynites 
were invited, The meeting was held yester- 
day afternoon, and the organization for- 
mally effected under the name of “ The 
Brooklyn League."

Several politicians who were talking with 
the Democratic leader at the time of the 
raid recovered from their fright in time-to 
ercet the Cheyennes and Sioux and shake 
hands with them.. The Indians were ali in- 
troduced to Mr. McLaughlin, who smiled on 
them with a geniality: he rarely shows to 
outsiders. Crazy. Bear, a Oheyenne, acted 
as spokesman for the Western delegation, 
and, through an interpreter, said:

Heap 
beautiful white squaws in this village, but 
théy are too lazy. All squaws should do 
pees. work all the time. Red man hé no 
like to work. Red man likes to play theatre,

Here the interpreter’ explained that Crazy 
Bear and his companions, while fot eXact- 
ly actors, belonged to a theatrical company, 
and make their gepenrance on the stage 
long enough to excite terror armiong small 
boys in the audience. Then Crazy’ Bear

“Crazy Bear. would like white chief to

YELLOW FEVER OVERTOOK HIM. 


Rich’s Wife Found Him Dying in Ja- 
maica After Detectives Had Vainly 
Chased Him Around the World. 


A pathetic story came to light yesterday, 
when Johnson & Johnson, counsél for Aaron 
A. Fishel, a dealer in art objects at Thirty- 
fifth Street and Fifth Avenue, and bonds- 
man for Carlos E. Rich, who lived at 22 
West. Sixty-first Street, and was indicted 
in January, 1894, for arson, asked that the 
forfeiture of the bonds be set aside on the 
ground that the defendant in the case was 
dead, and that his bondsman had done all 
he could to secure hig arrest after he had 
fled, 

In 1804 a fire started in Rich’s corset 
factory, which was heavily insured. Rich 
was indicted for arson, and atrested. He 


was released by Judge Martine of the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court, in $5,000 bail, furnished 
by Fishel. When the case came up for trial 
it Was. discovered that the defendant had 
fied. His bail was accordingly forfeited. 

The bondsman. put Pinkerton detectives 
on his track. They traced him to Man- 
chester, England, and finally to Java and 
Japan, There they lost trace of him, until 
last August, when they learned that his 
wife had sailed for Kingston, Jamaica, to 
meet him, She went from Kingston into the 
interior of the island. It was the yellow 
fever season, and she found her fugitive 
husband down with the disease. She nursed 
him for wéeks, but he died, and after bury- 
ing him in a lonely part of the island, she 
returned to this city.

PROSPEROUS, BUT A SUICIDE. 


Ernst Schwabe Shot Himself in His 
Flathouse, 


Without the slightest cause, so far as can 
be learned, Ernst Schwabe, fifty-two years 
old, killed himself last night in the basement 
of his house at 432 East BRighty-third Street, 
shooting himself in the left breast. Schwabe, 
his wife, and four children lived in the 
house, which he owned.

Widespread Dissatisfaction Over 
the New Rule of the Century 
Road Club of America. 


CHECKINGCLAUSE OBJECTED TO 


Hundred-Mile Runs by Night Virtu- 
ally Prohibited—Organized Protest 
Probable—Western Opposition 
to-Mr. Potter Contemplated. 


A rule adopted in December by the Cen- 
tury.Road Club of America. has. caused 
widespread dissatisfaction among wheelmen 
who have century funs to their credit or 
contemplate taking hundred-mile rides.

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NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Assembly Democrats Disagree in 
‘ Regard to the Proposed 
Canal Investigation. 








HILL AGAINST CROKER’S PLAN 





Supporters of the ex-Senator Opposed 
to the Bill Providing for an Out- 
~side Commission Named 

by the Legislature. 





ALBANY, Jan. 24.—No important busi- 
ness was transacted by either house of the 
Legislature this evening. The Senate 
Passed a few bills of local interest, includ- 
ing one of the measures connected with the 
‘union passenger station project in this city. 
The Assembly session was devoted to the 
debate on the Cuban question. Both houses 
adjourned until 11 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

The interest of the legislators was cen- 
tred to-night in the Assembly Democratic 
caucus, ‘which was he'd immediately after 
the adjournment of the session. Disagree- 
ment still prevaile among the Assembly 
Democrats as to the policy to be pursued 
toward the canal investigation, and the in- 
dications are that the caucus failed to unify 
the minority on that point. 

It was given out that the only business 
transacted by the caucus was to hear an 
announcement from Leader Donnelly that 
he would submit the substitute measure 
suggested by Senator Cantor, and already 
outlined in these dispatches, when the Ways 
and Means Committee’s Investigation Com- 
mission bill comes -up Wednesday. After 
the caucus, however, Messrs. Donnelly, 
Green, Palmer, Oliver, and Trainor re- 
mained in secret conference in the Assembly 
parlor until after midnight, the subject of 
their consultation being a typewritten draft 
of the Democratic substitute, which Mr. 
Donnelly is understood to have brought 
back with him from New York., This pro- 
vides for an outside commission, to be 
named by -the Legislature. 

Just before entering the caucus Mr. 
Palmer of Schoharie said: ‘I am unaltera- 
bly opposed to an investigation by any but 
a legislative committee. An outside body 
would have no power to compel the. attend- 
ance of witnesses, and an investigation by 
such a commission would be worse than 
useless.”’ 

In this expression Mr. Palmer is known 
to reflect the views of David B. Hill, and 
the gossips are guessing to-night whether 
or not the Tammany leaders will be able 
to keep these views from being voiced 
en the floor of the Assembly when the. 
debate comes on. If they should accept 
them, it is pointed out that it would be a 
victory for Hill over Croker, and that the 
Tammany leaders are not expected to per- 
mit under any circumstances.

York and New Jersey Tunnel, 


ALBANY, Jan, 24.—There will be intro- 
duced some time this week in the Assem- 
bly a companion bill to that introduced last 
week by Mr. Marshall of Kings, giving the 
right to railroad companfes in New York 
that have depressed or raised their tracks 
to use the surface beneath or above. The 
new bill is to assure to the New York and 


New Jersey Tunnel Company a perpetual 
franchise for the construction and oper- 
ation of its underground road, from the 
terminus of the Long Island Railroad, at 
Flatbush Avenue, in Brookiyn, to the cor- 
ner of Cortlandt and Church Streets, Man- 
hattan. At present the charter only allows 
a twenty-five-year lease or franchise. 

Bills affecting New York City were in- 
aoe in the Assembly to-night, as fol- 
ows: 

Mr. Donnelly—To amend the law relative 
to the recovery of assessments paid for 
local improvements by exempting from its 
provisions thé City of New York. 

Mr. Phillips—Providing that the total ex- 

nse’ of opening a public park between 
Twentieth and” Phirtieth Streets, west of 
Ninth Avenue, shall be borne by the City of 
New York.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION, 





Bills of General Interest Introduced 
in Senate and Assembly. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The following bills of 
general interest were introduced to-night 
in the Senate: 

Senator Chahoon—Appropriating $77,252 
for the completion of the Dannemvra State 
Hospital. 

Also—Providing that wild moose, elk, cari- 
bou, and antelope shall not be hunted or 
killed at any time in this State, but such 
animals may be possessed and transported 
into this State for breeding purposes and 
their meat may be possessed or sold during 
the season for the possession of venison, if 
it be proved that the animal was killed out- 
side the State or by persons owning private 
parks. 

Also—Extending the time for the possces- 
sion of deer or venison, making it from Aug. 
15 to Nov. 20. 

Senator Johnson—Permitting fish and 
game protectors to examine any boat, case, 
or package of any description without 


search warrants, if they have reason to be- 
lieve game is concealed in violation of the 
law. It also permits such examination of 
any building except a dwelling. 

These bills were introduced in the Assem- 


ly: 

Mr. Schultz—Providing that the Control- 
ler shall pay to each County Treasurer in 
the State $3,000 to be expended between 
April 1 and July 15, 1898, in improving the 
highways of the State under the direction 
of the Commissioners of Highways. 

Mr. Bondy—Providing that immediately 
after the passage of the act and thereafter 
before Dec. 15 of each year the’ Commis- 
sioner of Jurors shall furnish to'the Clerk 
of each town in a county, and to the clerk 
of any court of record in any city of the 
sSuaty, the names of persons liable to jury 
duty. 

Mr, Kelsey—Appropriating $161,000 for im- 
provements at the Craig Colony for Bpi- 
leptics. 

Mr. Kelly—Appropriating $100,000 for the 
erection in the Capital Park in this city of 
a monument to the soldiers of the State of 
New York who fought in the armies of the 
United States. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, Sec- 
retary of State John Palmer, Adjt. Gen. 
Tillinghast, and others are to constitute the 
Monument Commission. 

Mr. C. J. Clark—Entitling the holder of a 
mileage book, any member of his family or 
firm or any salesman of his firm, to whom 
such book shall be delivered by him, to the 
same privileges of transportation to which 
the highest-class ticket issued would entitle 
the holder, 

Mr. McEwan—Prohibiting printing in the 
State Prisons. 


STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES. 


Annual Heport Recommending New 
Legislation, Especially on “ Plac- 
ing Out” and Dispensaries, 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 24.—The thirty-first 
annual report of the State Board of Char- 
ities was submitted to the Legislature to- 
night. Many pages are devoted to the 
“ placing out” bill, which at the last session 
was passed by both houses, only! to be ve- 
toed by the Governor. The board urges 
that a similar bill, modified to meet all 
reasonable objections, be passed at the 
present session, and in support of its con- 
tention quotes extracts from the testimony 
of the Rev. W. Jarvis Maybee, agent of 
the National Children’s Home Society, giv- 
en before a committee of the board in 1897, 

This evidence is cited to show that with 
the present system—cr lack of system— 
there is no check on the disposition of chil- 
dren, orphans or those whose parents are 
eager to be rid of them, and that no re- 
cords of their condition or destinations and 
no proper safeguards for their» humane 
treatment are required. Case after case 
4s cited in which children, ranging: from a 
few hours to a few months old, were taken 


from their parents or the county authorities 
and, in consideration of amounts vary! 
from $40 to $100, were “placed out” wi 


peop le about whom Mr. Maybee could learn 
nothing. 

Much attention is also given to the pro- 
posed amendments to the law regulating 


dispensaries. The report says: ‘“‘ While the 
board cannot sympathize with any harsh 
assault n the dispensaries, which, prop- 


erly. conducted, are accomplishing much 
good, it is undoubtedly true that there has 

en much to irritate in the position as- 
sumed by the managers of some of these 
institutions, and that unwholesome and 
harmful conditions exist for which there 
should be found some edequate but tem- 
perate remedy.”’ 

Most of the dispensaries of New York, it 
is argued, do material injustice to those 
who do not seek charity, and continually 
dispense relief to those who do not need it. 
Competition among cape managers 
has resulted in the situation that “ nearly 
one-half of the inhabitants of New York 
are now receiving practically free medical 
treatment. The case is summed up in this 
paragraph: ‘‘ That this is a wrongful state 
of affairs and produces an unfair competi- 
tion with physicians, who, unlike the dis- 
pensaries, are not partially supported by 
charitable donations, admits of no question. 
That it is also extremely pauperizing in its 
tendencies is ‘equally true.” 

In addition to the “ placing out ’”’ and anti- 
dispensary bills the board recommiends ,this 
further legislation: ; 

That the adoption of buildi plans for 
State or other charitable institutions be 
made subject to its supervision. 

That it be authorized to select all new 
sites for State institutions subject to its 
supervision, 

That a board of classification be formed, 
of which the President of this board shall 
be a member, to classify salaries in State 
ae subject to the board’s super- 
vision. 

That no more charters be granted to pri- 
vate reformatory organizations, but that 
as soon as practicable all such institutions 
shall be owned and Bonen’ by the State. 

The report says that the board is more 
than ever convinced that in certain parts 
of the State, notably in the City of New 
York and vicinity, there has been a greater 
growth of some forms of charity than is 
needed. There are now, it is said, over 4,000 
vacant beds in the children’s institutions of 
New York City. For this reason the board 
disapproved the incorporation of ‘St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Clinic”’ and “ The Cherry Tree 
Home for Destitute and Orphan Children. 

The board reiterates and insists upon its 
objections to the bill passed at the last ses- 
sion and disapproved by Mayor'Strong, giv- 
ing the Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children the right to require the sur- 
render by any institution tn that city of a 
child to its parent or guardian, the expenses 
of transmission and maintenance of said 
child to be paid by the city to the parent 
or guardian. 

The board asks an appropriation for the 
ensuing fiscal year of $40,000 for its ex- 
penses and $5,000 for a deficiency. The ap- 
propriation last year was $25,000, 


ELM STREET WIDENING FEES. 





Assemblyman Weekes to Introduce a 
Bill to Prevent Such Extra 
Allowances, 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—It will be impossible 
hereafter for Commissioners of Estimate 
and Assessment employed in proceedings to 
open streets, avenues, roads, or parks in 
the City of New York to receive such fecs 
as those awarded to the Commissioners who 
conducted the Elm Street widening, if & 
bill prepared by Assemblyman Weekes be- 
comes law. Mr. Weekes proposes to amend 
the law of 1882 fixing the fees of such 
Commissioners by strikirg out the pro- 
vision permitting the allowing of extra 
compensation, which is as follows: 

“Provided, however, that in any proceed- 
ings of an unusually difficult or extraor- 
dinary character the said court may, upon 
taxing sald costs or expenses, make such 
additional allowance to the said commis- 
sion as may to it appear just and equitable 
upon such proofs as may be submitted of 
the nature and extent of the services ren- 
dered by said Commissioners.” 

Under Mr. Weekes’s bill Commissioners of 
Estimate and Apportionment would receive 
the same fees as referees and no more. 
“There is no reason,” said Mr. Weekes in 
speaking of the matter, ‘‘why ‘hey should 
receive extra compensation in any case. 
The work does not require any extraor- 
dinary ability. It demands simple common 
sense and a knowledge of real estate values. 
If lawyers of unusual ability undertake 
such work they should do so with the un- 
derstanding that they are to get no extra 
pay for it. Under the provision of the 
present law permitting the courts to allow 
extra fees serious abuses have grown up, 
of which the Elm Street widening, in which 


the ge yese nye v— paid nearly 
100,000, is a fair sample.” 
ore Weekes will introduce his bill to- 


morrow and ask unanimous consent to have 
it advanced to the order of second reading. 





STATE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 





To Advocate Laws Governing Expert 
tvidence and Free Dispensaries. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The drafting of:a bill 
to do away with the introduction of expert 
evidence by experts designated by plaintiff 
and defendant, as at present, and to substi- 


tute a Board of Medical Experts to provide 
such evidence as the courts may require, 
especially in murder cases, will be the most 
important work of the State Medical So- 
ciety, which meets here to-morrow. Sev- 
eral prominent physicians are said to have 
agreed upon the essential features of the 
bill, which are as follows: 

That the members of the proposed board 
shall be appointed by the Governor, subject 
to the approval of the Senate; that the pro- 
vince of the board shall be to act as in- 
structors and advisors to the courts; that 
the function of the board shall be to ex- 
amine with reference to the sanity of ac- 
cusei persons, and that under no circum- 
stances shall a physician not a member of 
the board be allowed to testify except as to 
questions of fact. 

An attempt will also be made by the State 
Medical Society to obtain legislation limit- 
ing the establishment of free dispensaries 
in the big cities. 


The Nineteenth District Contest. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day did not hear arguments on the ap- 
peal in the election contest case which in- 


volves the election of member of Assem- 
bly and Alderman in the Nineteenth New 
York City Assembly District. The case 
was the last one on the motion calendar, 
and was not reached before the adjourn- 
snent of the court.

A HORSE FALLS ON A MAN. 


No Serious Result from an Accident 
in an Excavation, 


Petro Montereo, an Italian laborer of 106 
‘Mulberry Street, narrowly escaped being 
crushed to death while at work yesterday 
afternoon in the excavation in East Fourth 
Street, a few feet east of Broadway. 

The Italian was throwi out the dirt, 
when J. A. Fleischmann, the yeast manu- 
facturer, tried to drive by.

Dumont Blown with Five Mud 
Scows Out to Sea. 





TWO MEN MAY HAVE PERISHED 


Were Cut Adrift with Scows That 
Stranded on Long Island with No 
Sign of Life on Board—Eight- 
een Others Rescued. 








The storm of Sunday night sent two tug- 
boats to the bottom off Sandy Hook, and 
twenty men who belonged to their crews 
and on scows they were towing had a nar- 
row escape with their lives. The fate of 
two men, in fact, still rematns in doubt. 
Two of the scows were stranded at Jones 
Inlet, on the Long Island shore. Three oth- 
ers were towed into port yesterday. The 
lost tugs were the James A. Dumont and 
the J. E. Wallace, both belonging to the 
Moran Towing Company of 12 South Street. 

The Dumont, with three scows mud-laden 
from the Wallabout, each with one mar 
aboard, dropped down the Hast River Sat- 
urday night, bound to the dumping grounds 
about two miles east of the new Coney Isl- 
and iron pier. Owing to the high east wind 
then prevailing, she anchored for the night 
off Erie Basin. 

The Wallace, with scows laden with mud 
from Newtown Creek, steamed down the 
East River at the same time, and also an- 
chored off the Erie Basin. Each of these 
scows also had a man aboard. The scow- 
men were all Norwegians. 

The tugs got under way again at 10 
o’clock Sunday morning, and, proceeding 
down through the Narrows, went to sea by 
the Bast Channel, which lies between the 


Coney Island Channel and the Swash Chan- 
nel. It was a beautiful morning. The sky 
was clear, the atmosphere was balmy. The 
zephyr breezes from the southwest gave no 
hint of the boistercus wester that was to 
follow. 

The tugs and their charges reached the 
mud buoy at about 2 P. M., and the barges, 
which were of the See variety, 
go their slim cargoes. hen the 
wind began to freshen, and as the tugs 
headed for the harbor choppy seas lashed 
over theic bows viciously. he wind blew 
harder and the seas rose higher, and the 
tugs, with their heavy tows, made little 
headway. Finally they made no headway 
at all, and then began drifting seaward. 
No amount of steam that they could crowd 
on was equal to the opposing blow. 


Drifting Out to Sea. 


Three hours of this buffeting found the 
Dumont ten miles east of Sandy Hook, and 
the Wallace two miles still further to lee- 
ward, The Dumont was making bad 
weather of it. The seas were pounding over 


her bow and battering her deckhouse, while 
the goes flew high over the funnel. At 
5:30 P. M. Capt. Romard was notified by 
Engineer York that the tug was ee = 
The leak was serious, for the boat steadily 
settled, and at length the water had reached 
the fireroom floor, when the tug D. 8, 
Arnott, towing a schooner, bore down. 

Capt. McElwee of*the Arnott advised 
Capt. Remard to cut loose from his tow, but 
— Romard refused to do this at that 
time. 

The Arnott then signaled another tug that 
happened along, and, surrendering to it the 
schooner, went to the assistance of the 
Wallace. Capt. George Deming of that tug 
shouted that he could look out, for himself, 
and the Arnott returned to the Dumont. It 
Was hearly up with the Dumont now. She 
had settled deep, and was fairly wallowing 
in the seas. The Arnott got a line out to 
the scows, and then running alongside the 
Dumont, towed with her, being ready to 
lend a hand to her crew if she threatened to 
suddenly glide out of sight. A few minutes 
settled her fate. The water had risen until 
it put out the fires. That decided Capt. 
Romard. After cutting the hawser con- 
necting with the scows he and his crew 
escaped to the Arnott. Twenty minutes 
later they saw the Dumont give a lurch and 
go out of sight. 

The Arnott kept along with her tow. The 
Wallace was lost to view in the gathering 
gloom. The wind, blowing at times fifty 
miles an hour from the west, presented an 
almost insuperable impediment to progress. 
It was, in fact, 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing when she reached Quarantine, and the 
first news was received of the fate met 
by the Dumont the night before, and no 
news had been received of the Wallace. 


The Search for the Wallace. 


When the news reached Michael Moran 
of the loss of his boat he lost no time in 
sending out searching craft for the remain- 
ing boat and her crew. It was some con- 
solation, he said, that the eight men on the 


Dumont and the three scowmen were safe, 
but he hoped that with the rescue of the 
seven men on the Wallace and the two 
scowmen, his boat might be saved to him, 
but that was not to be. , 

He sent out at once the tugs P. H. Wise 
and the De Witt C. Ivins; the Luckenbachs 
sent out the Ocean King and the L. Lucken- 
bach, and other boats which went out were 
the Leonard Richards and the wrecker 
William E. Chapman, 

Before any word was received from these 
searchers, the Marine Observer at Fire Isl- 
and .sent in a report that two scows had 
come ashore between Jones Inlet and Rock- 
away. There was no sign of life aboard. 
It was believed that the Wallace must have 
taken the men off, and after having cut loose 
the scows had been blown to sea. The fate 
of the Wallace and her men became known 
when during the afternoon the Ocean King 
came in and reported that while coming in 
past the Sandy Hook Lightship the crew of 
that vessel shouted that they had the crew 
of the Wallace aboard. The rough sea run- 
ning prevented a near approach to the light- 
ship, and the crew of the tug could not be 
taken off. They reached the city last night, 
however. In response to the first question 

ut to them, they said that they had cut 
oose from the two scows at 6 o'clock Sun- 
or night, and the two Norwegians were 
sti 


aboard them at that time. 
Capt. Deming’s Version. 

Capt. Deming said: ‘‘ I was all right up to 
6 o’clock last night, but I ould make no 
headway, and as it was a question how 
long my boat could hold out I decidéd to 
leave my tow and save my men and my 


boat. The hawser was cut and the scows 


drifted away to the eastward. At the same 
time the Wallace broached to, and a couple 
of seas washed clean over her. I headed 
for the harbor, and was working along 
slowly and safely up to 8:30 P. M., when 
my engineer notified me that we were tak- 
ing in water. The seams had opened, 

**T kept right on until 10 o’clock, when 
I passed the lightship. I didn’t get much 
further, for the engineer called up through 
the tube that she couldn't float much longer. 
The water was then up to the fire room 
floor. I put her about for the lightship. 
Before I reached it the fires were out. We 
had just steasn enough to take us there 
and to blow our whistle. I also burned a 
flare lig‘ht. 

“As we swung near the lightship we man- 
aged to get a hawser aboard. It was caught 
and made fast, and we swung around her 
stern without touching her. There were 
fifteen pounds of steam left, and the Wal- 
lace was almost awash. A line was thrown 
to us, and each of our men in turn made it 
fast around his body, jumped overboard, 
and was hauled aboard the Eehtship. 

“Of course, in such a seaway it would 
not have been safe to have gone close along- 
side. The crew of the light vessel worked 
like slaves. As each man jumped overboard 
from the tug the light vessel’s crew of 
thirteen men, with each a hand to the line, 
ran along her deck, and the man was 
whipped aboard in short order. Well, we 
were made comfortable. Capt. Huntley of 
the light vessel nad a good meal made for 
us and Engineer McDermott put us where 
we and, our clothes were soon dry. They 
treated us splendidly and I'd like you to say 


°: ane hawser to the tug was kept fast 
until 12:30 A. M. Then it was seen that 
she was going. A buoy was bent to a 
piece of the hawser, which was then cut 
off, and the Wallace went down in thir- 
teen fathoms.

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Speakers at the Grand Central 
Palace Mass Meeting Op- 
pose Curtailment. 


MENACE TO CITY’S WELFARE 


A Large Attendance at the Meeting 
Called by the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion—Addresses by Stephen V. 
White, Thomas L. James, 
and. Others. 











A mass meeting was held at the Grand’ 
Central Palace last night to protest against 
the threatened curtailment of the postal 
facilities of the city. The meeting was un- 
dor the auspices of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of New York. President William F. 
King called it to order, and introduced ex- 
Postmaster General Thomas L. James as 
Chairman. Charles W. Dayton, Patrick 
Henry Jones, and Mr. James, the only 
living ex-Postmasters of New York City, 
sat together on the speakers’. platform. 

The great hall was well filled and the 
galleries sheltered many. women. There was 
no lack of enthusiasm, and all the speakers 
were well received.. Congressman Amos J. 
Cummings, who arrived direct from Wash- 
ington at 10 o’clock, was warmly cheered 
when he announced that the Postmaster 
General had recommended an application to 
Congress for an appropriation of $163,000 to 
meet the deficiency, and that there was 
little doubt that if sufficient influence were 
brought to bear in the shape of protests and 
threats that the money would be allowed. 

Resolutions were adopted denouncing the 
proposed curtailment as unjust and unwar- 
ranted, and urging Congress to s some 
measure that would enable the Postmaster 
General to rescind his order and avert 
“that which we believe will entail not only 
serious inconvenience to millions of people, 
but an incalculable loss to the business in- 
terests of New York and ‘her sister cities.” 

At the close of the meeting one man in the 
body of the hall moved that a ne Rea be 
sent to President McKinley describing the 
meeting and F ets: | the sense of the resolu- 
tions addpted. r. James said it would 
‘be an unnecessary expense, as the newspa- 
pers would tell everybody in Washington 
what had been done. The man responded 
that he was willing to bear the expense, as 
he did not believe the legislators read the 


papers. “If they did,” he said, ‘‘ they 
would be more awake to the situation in a 
great city.’’ 


His motion was tabled when Congressman 
Cummings arrived. ‘ 


Mr. King’s Opening. 


Mr. King was the first speaker. In intro- 
ducing Mr. James he spoke of the crippling 
of the New York Post Office for several 
years by insufficient appropriations, and a 
consequent too small force of employes. He 


declared that the commercial centres of this 
country have- been kept in a nervous con- 
dition for several years owing to the uncer- 
tainties of the tariff and the future outcome 
of other questions. What the country 
wants, he said, is to have the sensational 
politicians go and to have the merchants, 
manufacturers, bankers, and men of every 
line of business in every trade centre be- 
come a unit and petition Congress to stop 
devoting its time to sensationalism. 

In the-name of the Merchants’ Association 
Mr. King protested against the proposed 
action of the Post Office Department. 

Mr. James reviewed the last report of the 
Postmaster General, and showed how from 
a business standpoint it would be poor pol- 
icy for the department to cripple the New 
York office to make up for a comparatively 
trifling deficiency. He showed that 63,337,- 
843 pounds of first-class mail matter pro- 
duced $60,624,464 revenue, and said, among 
other things: 


Increase in Revenue. 


“The increase in the weight of second- 
class matter for the year was 37,000,000 
pounds, as against 13,000,000 pounds the 
previous year. The cost of transportation 


of this matter is estimated at 8 cents a 
pound. The stage revenue received from 
it was 8% mills a pound. Thus, 349,000,000 
pounds, fn round numbers, at 8 cents a 
pound for transportation, cost $27,920,000; 
postal revenue received, at 8% mills per 
pound, $2,966,403, a loss on transportation 
alone of nearly $25,000,000. 

“Weil, what do those in authority pro- 
pose to do, to put the postal service on a 
paying basis? They don’t propose to cut off 
that part which is carried on at a loss; but, 
with amazing stupidity, to cut down that 
which pays, and thus make the deficit still 
greater. Can official blundering show a 
more glaring record than this? 

“‘In this city alone, during the last calen- 
dar year, there were deposited at the Post 
Office 74,605,431 pounds of second-class mat- 


ter, by publishers and news agents. | &o 
not complain of this. I am one of those who 


believe that, the wider the distribution of 
knowledge, the better the citizen, but I do 
say that, if public policy justifies these 
enormous expenditures for the free carriage 
of second-class matter at such a fearful 
loss, it should certainly justify the petty 
appropriation necessary to maintain the 
efficiency of the most profitable part of the 
business of the Post Office Department 
(Applause.] 


Warner Miller’s Speech. 


Warner Miller followed Mr. James. He 
said in part, after reviewing the improving 
aspect of business conditions and the dam- 


age that would certainly follow any such 
false economy as that contemplated: 

“It was never the idea of our forefathers 
to make a profit out of the Post Office De- 
partment. in short, it did not even hope 
to make rt self-sustaining, and there is 
nothing in the nature of it that demands of 
us anything that it may be made self-sus- 
taining even. It is the most important de- 
partment of the Government so far as our 
people are concerned. j 

‘We maintain an army and a navy and 
a thousand and’ one other things which 
bring us no immediate return, that do not 
pay dividends, but that create taxes; but 
go back with me through the country and 
over the far West, and what does the av- 
erage American citizen see of his own Gov- 
ernment? Occasionally a flag flies over a 
schoolhouse, but millions of them never saw 
a soldier of the United States in arms. 
There are several more millions of- them 
who never saw ‘a flag float over a United 
States vessel. 

“There are millions more who never saw 
a United States court or a United States 
Judge; but every day, wherever they live, 
whether upon the heights of the Rocky 
Mountains or in the most desolate places of 
this country, the Government seeks them 
out and the railroad comes whistling atong 
with the daily mails, or the old stage coac 
comes rattling into the little town and de- 
livers its messages from New York, from 
London, from Japan, and from every quar- 
ter, of the world, and the people can see 
then that there is a Government and that 
it does something for them. 

“Tf there was a deficiency of $50,000,000 
a year instead of $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 it 
would be no reason why we should curtail 
the service of the mail, unless it is that we 
are a bankrupt people, and we are not quite 


that yet.” 
Ss. V. White Talks, 


Ex-Congressman Stephen V. White v@ 
Brooklyn was next introduced. He said 
among other things: 

“This is a remarkable audience that you 
give us here to-night to talk to, but there 


is something much more remarkable than 
the audience, and that is that within three 
years of the close of the @aeteenth century 
the imposing stupidity or the Government 
of the United States should have made the 
occasion for such a meeting. [Applause.] 
The question of a deficiency of $160,000 has 
confronted the Administration—and an Ad- 
ministration which I was proud to help 


elect. 

*“*T shall not be very proud to help elect 
them again if they carry on this stupidity 
longer. [{Applause.] But the deficiency of 
$160,000 h confronted the Administration 
at Washington, and, forsooth, instead of 
meeting it as the business of the country 
and the commerce of the country demanded, 
on every business principle, they have said, 
‘We will turn back the dial of time upon 
the progress of this country twenty-five 
years to meet the deficiency.’’’ [pplause.] 

Mr. White - of the large amount of 
newspaper and dime-novel mail carried at 
a cost to the Government of $87,000 a day, 
and said if there was no other way to meet 
the threatening deficiency it would be bet- 
ter to take two days’ supply of the free 
newspapers, destroy,them, and make up the 
deficiency out of the money so saved. 

** Of course,” Mr. White continued, “I am 
not serious in telling you that such an exi- 
gency as that exists and that it is necessary 
to burn the oe that are being transport- 
ed at 8% mills a pound. I am not in earnest 
in saying that is our solution for the diffi- 
culty, but I am in earnest in saying that 
this de ment is subject to frauds of the 
grossest character. and it is transporting a 











character of cheap literature which is under- 


mining the character of the young men in 
the country. 


An Absurd Proposition. 


“Think of the absurdity of the proposi- 
tion that for $150,000 anybody could serious- 
ly think of crippling the postal facilities 
at the mercantile centres which send the 


letters ‘pulsating tHroughout the _ entire 
United States, from Scrub Hill and Hickory 
Run in Kansas to Alligator Swamp and 
other points of like interest in Alabama. 
It is all the result of the impulses given 
to it in the centres of commerce. But, they 
say, we do not intend to take it away from 
the commerce; we will take it away from 
the residential portions of the city, where 
the women have no business to take up 
a time in reading more than two letters 
a day. 

“Well, sometimes it is a little hard to 
say just when a lamb becomes a sheep, and 
I undertake to say, in defining this question 
of the residential portions, that there are 
more houges in the present City of New 
York, taking Third Avenue, Fourth Avenue, 
and Sixth Avenue, and the other avenues in 
New York, and Myrtle Avenue, Fulton 
Street, and Flatbush Avenue in Brooklyn— 
taking those, I say, there are more houses 
on those avenues with stores on the lower 
floor and residences above them than there 
are people in the City of San Francisco, 
where E. Loud comes: from; more houses 
with the lower floors occupied by stores and 
the upper portions as dwellings than there 
are inhabitants in the City of San Fran- 
cisco, including the Chinese quarter, where 
they po them down on shelves under- 
ground.

If Dave Herderson, my old 
friend from Iowa, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Roads, finds the slightest op- 
position in any direction it is his business to 
start on the double quick and get his Com- 
mittee on. Rules together and pass cloture 
rule, and have this appropriation made be- 
fore it is too late, because, I can tell you, 
that legislation that permits such an out- 
rage as‘ this upon the commerce of this 
country is damned from this time on polit- 
ically.

Mr. Dayton Introduced, 


Before introducing Charles W. Dayton, 
Gen. James said that Richard Croker, who 
had intended to be present at the meeting, 
but had found himself at the last moment 


unable to attend, had asked him to say that 
““ Mr. Creker is with the City of New York 
for increased facihKties and with you in this 
matter from start to finish.” 

Mr. Dayton talked of the need of more, 
rather. than less, money for the New York 
Post Office, and declared that the postal 
employes were overworked and underpaid. 
John J. Rooney of the Catholic Club told 
the old story of the man who would not 
believe a buzzsaw could hurt until it cut 
him to pieces,.and said the politiclans would 
be in the same predicament as that man if 
they “‘monkeyed with the Post Office.” 

Resolutions embodying the sense of the 
meeting were adopted by a rousing vote 
after a brief speech by John De Witt War- 
ner. Mr. Warner said it was “ disgusting 
and astounding that there is any necessity 
for such a meeting,’ and that the occasion 
might be deemed a farce if the subject did 
not make it a tragedy. He said New York 
had always been apathetic as to her rights 
and ready to pay a lion’s share of the taxes 
for a mouse’s share of the benefits, but New 
York would never submit to have that de- 
partment interfered with which enabled her 
to hold her place in the world of commerce. 

While awaiting Congressman Cummings, 
who sent word that he was on the way to 
the hall, the Letter Carriers’ Band played 
several selections. Mr. ‘Cummings ex- 
plained the parliamentary steps necessary 
to obtain an appropriation from Congress, 
and said there was little fear of the Post- 
master General’s application being refused, 
if the voice of the people forced him to de- 
mand it urgently. 


CARRIER SERVICE DEFICIENCY. 





Postmaster General Gary Asks Con- 
gress to Appropriate $163,000. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. — Postmaster 
General Gary sent to Congress to-day, 
through the Secretary of the Treasury, a 


request for an appropriation of $163,000 to 
meet a probable deficiency in the free-deliv- 
ery service for the current fiscal year. He 
cstimates that the net deficiency in the sal- 
ary account July 1, 1898, will be $117,653, 
and in the incidental account $67,628, mak- 
ing the total deficiency $185,281, while con- 
vertibles balances in other accounts reach 
22,000, leaving a net deficiency of $163,281. 

The consideration of this item will be ex- 
pedited in the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee in order to meet the general pro- 
tests against the threatened reduction in 
the service, 


COST OF CARRIER SERVICE, 





Comparative Expense in the Princi- 
pal Cities of the Country. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Chief Machen 
of the Free-Delivery Division of the Post 
Office Department has prepared: a table giv- 


ing information regarding the carrier de- 
livery service at fifty of the largest Post 
Offices of the country. One of the principal 
points made is that relating to the ratio of 
the cost of carrier service to the total ex- 
penses of the office. In New York this per- 
centage is 17.94; in Chicago, 22.79; Philadel- 
phia, 29.23; Brooklyn, 51.74; Boston, 23.38; 
St. Louis, 20.62; Baltimore, $4.92; San Fran- 
cisco, 25.28; Cincinnati, 19.22; Cleveland, 
23.80; Buffalo, 25.55; New Orleans, 26.26; 
Pittsburg, 21.99; Washington, 34.66; Roches- 
ter, 22.39; Kansas City, 16.72; Indianapolis, 
21.98; Denver, 24.25; Syracuse, 22.96; Rich- 
mond, 22.53; Atlanta, 15.24. 

The number of square miles served by 
earriers in the above-named cities is, in 
round numbers: New York, 65; Chicago, 
63; St. Louis, 68; Baltimore, 50; San Fran- 
cisco, 42; Cincinnati, 51; Cleveland, 33; Buf- 
falo, 40; New Orleans, 53; Pittsburg, 28; 
Washington, 30; Rochester, 14; Kansas City, 
16; Indianapolis, 26; Syracuse, 17; Rich- 
mond, 9; Atlanta, 11. 

Those cities having more than three de- 
liveries per day in some of the residence 
districts are: New ,York, 6; Brooklyn and 
Boston, 5; Chicago, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and Jersey City, 4. New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, and Baltimore have each a 
force of men on seven delivery trips in bus- 
iness districts, and New York and Chicago 
a large force on six delivery trips in these 
districts. In New York City 328 carriers are 
employed in business delivery districts 
where nine deliveries are made. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE.

OCHOA DAM IN NICARAGUA. 
The Commission Making Borings in 


Order to Estimate the Cost. 


GREYTOWN, Nicaragua, Jan. 12, (via 
New Orleans.)\—The borings made at the 
site of the proposed Ochoa dam have so*far 
proved to be favorable for a dam as for- 
merly. proposed by the Nicaragua Canal 
Company.’ There has never been any doubt 
as to the practicability of a dam at this 
point, but there has been some in regar@ 
to its cost.

HAWAII A FREE PORT—WHY NOT! 


Never until this day has it appeared 
that covetous and perfidious Albion 
would set our high-minded Nation an 
example in policy and conduct. But now 
we behold concurrently England abstain- 
ing from grabbing China and forbidding 
others to grab, while the United States 
is absorbing Hawaii without so much as 
asking anybody’s leave. The situation is 
fitly depicted by the reception of Presi- 
dent DoLr at Washington as McKINLEyY’S 
equal, while the Queen who became Mrs. 
Dominis by act of United States diplo- 
mats and United States rifles is not re- 
ceived at the White House. 

At the very least the United States 
might, we think, be as decent as Ger- 
many became so promptly upon Eng- 
land’s suggestion. If Kiao-Chau is to be 
a free port, why should not Hawaii be 
one? 

The situation is sueh that it would do 
minimum violence to Mr, DINGLEY’s sac- 
rosanct ideas, and it cannot possibly do 
greater violence to our Constitutional 
system to admit Hawaliin one way than 
another. Upon the contrary, many diffi- 
culties regarding citizenship and admin- 
istration would be rather lessened, while 
the United States would be relieved from 
appearing in its own capacity as the pro- 
moter and beneficiary of an official Jame- 
son raid. 


THE MANHATTAN'S PLAN, 

The Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners has shown good sense and sound 
judgment in giving Mr. Govu.p an offi- 
cial assurance of its willingness “to 
grant all reasonable applications of the 
Manhattan Company for such further 
franchises as will increase the comfort 
and convenience of the public.” The offer 
is liberal and comprehensive. It puts the 
commission on firm ground by exhibiting 
its desire and readiness to accomplish 
the object of its being—the creation of 
new facilities for rapid passenger travel 
within the city. It shows that the Com- 
missioners are not the partisans of any 
one plan of relief, but have their minds 
open to amy project that will serve the 
public interest and comfort. 

The Manhattan Company has every 
reason to be well satisfied with the an- 
swer of the commission to Mr. Gou.p’s 
letter. It not only promises a hospitable 
reception to the company’s application 
for any additional franchises that it is in 
its power to grant, but actually suggests 
@ more comprehensive system of exten- 
sions and improvements than Mr. GouLr 
had ventured te get forth in his commu- 
mication. If the Manhattan Company is 
prepared te enter upon a really adequate 
plan for the accommodation of the pub- 
lic there appears to be no reason why 
the execution of it should net begin in 
the early Spring. It is certain thet the 
Rapid Transit Commission will co-operate 
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with the company te the full extent of its 
lawful powers. 

The new west side line proposed by Mr. 
GOULD, extending from Battery Place to 
Horatio or Gansevoort Street and through 
one of those streets to a connection with 
the Sixth or Ninth Avenue lines, would 
be of manifest public convenience. It 
would furnish a means of approach to 
the great railroad ferries, which are now 
of slow and difficult access. It is at least 
doubtful whether the commission is right 
in its conclusion that the law forbids it 
to authorize the construction of a line 
connecting the west side roads with the 
City Hall terminus of the company’s 
Third Avenue line. Section 4 of the act 
declares that nothing contained in the 
act shall authorize “ the construction of 
an elevated railway on Broadway south 
of Thirty-third Street,” but the commis- 
sion is authorized in the same section to 
lay out a route “ across any of the streets 
or avenues excepted in this act at any 
point at which, in its discretion,” the 
board may deem such a crossing neces- 
sary, It may be deemed highly inadvisa- 
ble- to grant. the permission to cross 
Broadway with an elevated railroad at 
Duane Street, but it does not appear to 
be forbidden by law. 

The defacement of the Boulevard and 
the immense injury to property sure to 
result from thé construction of the exten- 
sion through Fifty-third Street, Tenth 
Avenue, and the Boulevard to Fort 
George are questions of the utmost grav- 
ity, to which the commission is bound to 
give thoughtful attention. Public opinion 
will resolutely oppose the use of the 
Boulevard anywhere below One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street. The board’s 
criticism that this extension should be 
continued as far as King’s Bridge is just. 
A line to Fort George would be an inade- 
quate accommodation for the west side. 
The Bedford Park extension, from the 
present terminus at Tremont, has the 
warm approval of the commission. 

In inviting a more specific statement 
of the company’s plans of improvement, 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners wisely 
suggest that the transformation of the 
company’s present lines into three or 
four track roads is essential to any ade- 
quate system of improvement. That 
would immensely increase the capacity 
of the system, and would enable the com- 
pany to transport without inconvenience 
to extreme down-town points the great 
numbers of new patrons that would use 
its facilities as soon as the northward 
extensions were built. 

We earnestly hope that the Manhattan 
Company will be disposed to avail itself 
promptly and to the utmost of the oppor- 
tunity which the commission offers it to 
provide an acceptable substitute for the 
commission’s own plans of rapid transit. 


THE DANGERS OF SECRECY, 

It must by this time be evident to the 
French Ministry that it has made a 
great mistake in the policy it has pur- 
sued with respect to the trial of Drry- 
Fus. It is only fair to assume that none 
of the members of. the Government are 
afraid of anything “coming out” that 
affects them personally and that they 
have opposed the reopening of the case, 
or, more properly, the opening of it, be- 
cause it, would be a menace to public or- 
der. And yet their attempts to hush it 
up have produced very serious breaches 
of public order throughout France and 
even in French possessions outside of 
France. The riots at Algiers have proba- 
bly done more actual injury to persons 
and property than all the disturbances 
in France, 

For this damage, whether or not the 
Government is legally responsible for it, 
as the Local Government would be in this 
coyntry, it is morally responsible. For it is 
the attempt of the Government to hush 
up the Dreyfus case that has given its 
whole force to the agitation for reopening 
it, and this agitation has in turn pro- 
voked the riots. The policy of the Gov- 
ernment, too, is directly responsible for 
the “free fight’ in the Chamber on Sat- 
urday. It is doubtful whether so gen- 
eral a riot has taken place in the Legis- 
lature since the days of the Empire. 
There were some personal encounters at 
the height of the Boulangist excitement, 
but these disgraced only the few mem- 
bers who took part in them, whereas the 
whole body must bear the shame of this 
performance. In lack of self-restraint, 
and general reversion to savagery, the 
French Chamber descended to the level 
of the Austrian Reichsrath. Such scenes 
endanger not only the particular admin- 
istration, but the very form of govern- 
ment-under which they occur, Sober 
and moderate Frenchmen, who are 
ashamed of and disgusted by the exhibi- 
tion which the National Legislature has 
just made of itself, must be distinctly 
less disinclined than they were a week 
ago to resist an attack upon the republic 
itself. If there were a plausible pre- 
tender in sight, even one so plausible as 
was Gen. BOULANGER, now would be the 
time for him to get “on horseback.” It 
may be very well for the future of 
France that no such personage is con- 
spicuous, although our London corre- 
spondent has sent us a very pregnant 
suggestion that one may appear in the 
person of Prince Louis BonapartTs. It 
is well known that the tradition of the 
Russian Court is hostile to the existence 


of a republic in France. The father of 


the present Czar expressed that hostility 
with mugh bluntness, and we may be 
quite sure that it is entertained by -the 
present Czar and his advisers, That is a 
necessity of the Czar’s position. 

Taking all these things into considera- 
tion, it is evident that all ‘the mischief 
which could have followed a disclosure 
of the case against Drerrus has fol- 
lowed, or ig sure to follow, the attempt 
to prevent that disclosure. The feeling 
that Denrrus is innocent is growing in 
Franos, and the feeling that, innocent or 
not, he was convicted on insufficient evi- 


dence has become very widespread. If 
even the Government had taken advan- 
tage of Zoua’s challenge to publish its 
case it would have been in a far better 
position than it is now in picking up a 
mere fragment of his charge upon which 
to prosecute him, and in taking refuge 
behind phrases about “the honor of the 
army” and “the interests of the na- 
tional défense,” which the public has 
come to regard as mere subterfuges. 
The plain truth is that in a goverhment 
by general suffrage and by opinion the 
dangers of publicity in affairs that. con- 
cern the public and attract its attention, 
however serjous they my be, are less 
than the dangers of secrecy. 


THE MAINE AT HAVANA. 

We have not for some months seén so 
commendable an exhibition of American 
humor in connection with diplomatic 
processes as accompanies the dispatch of 
the battleship Maine to Havana. We 
have not had a battleship within shot of 
Morro Castle for some years. Before that 
one of our men-of-war was frequently 
to be seen in the harbor. It seems that 
we had unofficial information that certain 
evil-disposed Cubans were misbehaving 
themselves, Wewere assured by the Span- 
ish Government that their misbehavior 
did not amount to war, and that Govern- 
ment had protested against our allowing 
to the malefactors the status of bellig- 
erents, But we have nevertheless, out of 
what we now admit to have been “ exces- 
sive caution and an overweening regard 
for the sensibilities of the Spanish pub- 
lic,” diverted our men-of-war from their 
customary visits to Cuban waters. 

There is really, it seems, no longer any 
justification for this false delicacy. The 
Spanish Government has prepared a 
project of autonomy in which both that 
Government and our own have expressed 
much confidence. At least the Spanish 
Government has, and our Government, 
through the President’s message, has ex- 
pressed the view that we ought to wait 
with patience to give the Spanish Gov- 
ernment an opportunity of justifying its 
confidence. Our most available method 
for showing our confidence in Spain is 
obviously to resume our former relations 
as if they had never been interrupted. 
This is what other nations have done, 
Germany already has a man-or-war or 
two at Havana. If our men-of-war 
should fail to resume what Secretary 
LONG calls “ their friendly calls at Cuban 
payts’’ the Spanish Government might 
feel hurt at our lack of confidence in its 
confidence. It is not likely that Spain 
would have made our aloofness the sub- 
ject of diplomatic representation, but the 
effect of it upon Spanish opinion might 
have been all the more serious because 
Spain did not see her way to giving it 
any public expression. The satisfaction 
which the Spanish Minister at Washing- 
ton expresses at the announcement that 
our navy is again on visiting terms with 
the Spanish Government of Cuba must 
reflect the relief which is felt in Madrid 
at the relaxation of the tension. 

The Maine is one of our finest and most 
formidable ships.’ It would have been a 
very poor compliment to Spain to resume 
our visiting terms with her by means of 
an antiquated tub which a Key West tug 
could elude and defy. In fact, if there 
were any trouble in Havana which in- 
volved American interests or American 
citizens, our battleship would go far to 
justify the picturesque and pungent pre- 
diction in respect to Havana that Capt. 
RoOBLEY EVANns, upon a famous occasion, 
ventured with respect to Valparaiso. As 
there is no question of the arising of such 
an exigency, the population of Havana 
may be expected to be as well pleased as 
the Spanish Government with the an- 
nouncement of our intentions, 


PRIMARY REFORM AND INDEPENDENT 
NOMINATIONS. 

One fact must clearly be borne in mind 
by the reformers of primaries: The abuses 
they seek to do away with are not caused 
by legislation, and legislation can do 
nothing but make their abolition a little 
easier than it otherwise would be. 

The greatest help toward doing away 
with bribery, corruption, and coercion at 
the polls was the Australian ballot, be- 
cause it gave such a degree of secrecy 
that no voter could be coerced and no 
briber could be sure that he got the vote 
he had purchased. In like fashion all that 
law can do toward sound primaries is to 
remove such obstacles as can be reached 
by law. These are not in reality many or 
important, and such as they are no one 
doubts that a majority of honest and 
earnest voters in any party could remove 
them without law if they were really de- 
termined to do so. As was very clearly 
said by the Mayor of Chattanooga: “ The 
only reform that can be accomplished is 
through intelligent party management, 
and intelligent party management can 
only be secured by the participation of 
the intelligent, conscientious classes.” 
The same view was put from a different 
standpoint by Mr. THEODORE ROOSEVELT: 

“The problem before the people is very 
1 y how to stir reputable citizens up to 
t duties, and to make those duties easy 
to AAE™ im seemiable perasn et fine 
eT eaity both of the chance to commit 


politics and of the opportunity to 
oy for comrnitting them.” 


Probably the most effective aid toward 
securing honest primaries would be cut- 
ting down patronage to the very lowest 
point. At present the primaries are con- 
trolled by the boss and his Meutenants 
through men who either hold public place 
or hope to get it. The patronage supplies 
the politicians with the chief modtive 
power of their machinery, It is not the 
sole power, for there is a certain number 
of alert and energetic men who would 
“go into politics” for the excitement 
and pleasure of the struggle, and very 
often these are among the most efficient 
and least scrupulous of the “ workers.” 
But the great body of the agents through 
whom a political machine is run are after 
the places. They are in politics as a 


trade, They will give to it all the strength 
and care and study that other trades get 
from those who earn their living by 
them, This class of workers will not eas- 
ily be overthrown by men to whom poli- 
tics is one of many interests, and who 
have no sustained or selfish motive for 
attending to it the year round, If the 
places can be taken out of politics, 80 
that an election cannot turn out or put 
in office any but the officials who fix the 
policy of the Government, the occupation 
of the greater number of the agents who 
now run the party machine would be 
gone. Members of the party with no 
strong motive but the public good as they 
see it would stand a better chance. 

Apart from this policy, we have not 
great confidence in any legislation for the 
reform of primaries, though we should 
certainly support any experiment under- 
taken in good faith and promising any 
practical result. The one principle which 
seems to haye taken any hold on the 
minds of those who have studied the sub- 
ject is the need of securing the direct 
expression of the wish of the voter. The 
present method is for the voters to 
choose delegates who choose candidates, 
or choose other delegates by whom can- 
didates are named. But if direct choice 
of candidates is to be adopted, how will 
their names be made known, how will 
their claims to fitness be pressed? Obvi- 
ously the process of manipulation and 
the field for it are somewhat changed, 
but ‘manipulation remains possible and 
will still repay the efforts of the profes- 
sional politicians, No law can prevent 
the formation of voluntary associations 
for the purpose of influencing the choice 
of candidates. These may easily embrace 
the same elements that now constitute 
the party machine. If they determine in 
January the candidates whose nomina- 
tion they will try to secure in September 
or October and work with the same dili- 
gence and skill that they now show, they 
will stand a very good chance to carry 
their points. 

And this brings us to what we regard 
as, in a sense, the key to the problem— 
making independent nominations easy. 
It is by such nominations that the work 
of the machine can best be regulated and 
its evils kept within the narrowest limit. 
It is, all things considered, very much 
more important for the voter to have a 
free choice at the polls than at the prima- 
ries, and there is absolutely no good 
reason why he should not have that 
choice. If the machine knows that its 
candidates, once put in the field, can be 
resisted at the polls only with great diffi- 
culty or cost, it will be bound to secure 
their nomination if possible. If it knows 
that they may be defeated by independ- 
ent action it will be more careful. That, 


at least, is some gain.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——When The Sun, a few days ago, gener- 
ously devoted several inches of its editorial 
space to sympathetic comments on the drop- 
ping of a line from a paragraph in our 
‘“‘News Condensed” department, we were 
duly grateful for the kindness. The accident 
was of no great importance, perhaps, but 
THE TIMES aims at perfection in all things, 
and_it is glad to see that even typographical 
errors are rare enough in its pages to at- 
tract the attention of its contemporaries, 
Highly as we appreciate, however, the 
graceful compliment implied by The Sun’s 
close perusal and friendly. criticism of our 
work, we venture to remind it that forget- 
fulness of self, though always admirable in 
the abstract, can be carried too far. While 
worrying about our little accidents, The 
Sun overlooks really serious ones that 
happen in its own office. For instance, on 
Sunday it printed a long and excellent de- 
scription of Vienna’s cafés and credited it 
to The Chicago Inter Ocean! Now that de- 
scription was written for Tow Times, paid 
for by TH Timms, and printed in THe 
TIMES several weeks ago. Of course The 
Sun was welcome to it, but we do think 
proper credit should have been given, A 
misfortune of another kind, but even more 
serlous, befell our contemporary yesterday, 
when it used ‘House in Harlem Blown 
Down” as headline over its account of the 
destruction of a building miles to the north 
of Harlem's uttermost limit. If time, space, 
and inclination permitted we could continue 
almost indefinitely the list of blunders noted 
recently in The Sun, but these two are 
enough to pay our debt in regard to the 
dropped «line. 


, After Saturday’s battle in the French 
Chamber of Deputies had subsided, 125 
neckties and the fragments of many coats 
were found scattered about the scene of 
the struggle. This is most interesting as an 
illustration of Gallic characteristics. It is 
evident that the Deputies, instead of pum- 
meling each other with their fists, as Anglo- 
Saxon men would have done, resorted to 
the tactics familiar among Anglo-Saxon wo- 
men of the class that occasionally finds the 
tongue an inadequate implement for the ex- 
pression of opinion. The angry statesmen 
clawed wildly in the air with fingers 
crooked instead of clenched, inflicting many 
scratches but few bruises, and were content 
with the rending of garments. We do not 
insist that the methods which Bnglish- 
speaking legislators would have adopted at 
a similar crisis are intrinsically more ad- 
mirable than those of which the 125 neck- 
ties were the trophies, but they are differ- 
ent, and the difference is great enough to 
need the large word National for its ade- 
quate description. The French regard our 
system of hami-to-hand fighting as brutal, 
and they are not wrong, but, on the other 
hand, we consider theirs as ridiculous, and, 
as this view, too, seems to be accurate, a 
satisfactory balance is attained, In time, 
doubtless, both races will unite on argument 
as better than any kind of fighting, but that 
won't be to-morrow or next day, 


—RIf gross exaggeration does not mark 
the accounts which many papers are print- 
ing, there are so-called “ revivals” now gob 
ing on in towns not far from this one that 
deserve the instant attention of the police, 
Such displays of superstitious ignorance, 
such willful exploiting of human folly, and 
such brutal endangering of human life and 
reason as are described in these reports are 
to be duplicated to-day only among the fol- 
lowers of the voodoo cult. They were com- 
mon enough in all jands in the Middle Ages, 
and excite no astonishment when read in 
old books detailing the acts of illiterate 
peasants, but it is difficult to realize that 
now and within a few miles of the western 
metropolis, catalepsy is still confounded 
with religion, hysteria with inspiration, and 
delirium with revelation from on high. Such 
seems to be the case, however, and again 
we must with humility confess the super- 
ficiality of our civilization. 


—<A sign of the times is to be seen in 
the consolidation, just effected at Newport, 


of a street railway company and one or- 
ganized to supply electricity for purposes 
of illumination, This has been done, of 


@ourse, because there will be economy in 


producing, by means of one great plant, all 
the electricity needed for the two uses, and 
thus two industries, hitherto entirely unre- 
lated, are made branches of a single enter- 
prise. It is evident that the process is 
bound to be carried much farther as time 
goes on. One set of furnaces, boilers, and 
dynamos can do more than light streets 
and buildings and move street cars. As 
electrical science advances, it can also do 
all heating and cooking, furnish all power 
for manufacturing needs—in short, supply 
about all the energy not mental that any 
given community may need. Some approxi- 
mation to this is inevitable. The only point 
that needs discussion—by philosophers and 
other members of the leisure class—is the 
question, Who should own the great cen- 
tral stations? Perhaps that problem, too, 
like others, will settle itself.

PERSONAL. 


——There is a report that the English au- 
thoritles at Hongkong have just surren- 
dered to the Chinese Government that Dr. 
Sun Yer Sen about whom so much excite- 
ment wag created in London some months 
ago. If the news be true, Dr. Sun is no 
doubt in serious danger of soon meeting 
one of those elaborate and spectacular 
deaths that are the specialty of Oriental 
executioners, but before indulging in any 
shrill denunciation of the English for thus 
siving up a political offender, it will be 
judicious to consider all the facts in the 
case, The man is a self-confessed plotter 
against the existing dynasty of China. 
That isn’t much or even anything against 
him, but it is a very good reason why the 
representatives of said dynasty should take 
energetic measures to suppress his activity. 
In London the Chinese Minister took 
measures that were illegal as well as ener- 
getic, and he was forced to set the con- 
spirator free. Dr. SuN thén went to Japan, 
whence he wrote to the Colonial Secretary 
asking if he could return to Hongkong. 
The Secretary replied: “I am directed to 
inform you that this Government has no 
intention of allowing the British Colony of 
Hongkong to be used as an asylum for 
persons engaged in plots and dangerous con- 
spiracies against a friendly neighboring 
empire, and that in view of the part taken 
by you in such transactions, which you 
euphemistically term in your letter ‘ eman- 
cipating your miserable countrymen from 
the cruel Tartar yoke,’ you will be ar- 
rested if you land in this colony, under an 
order of banishment issued against you in 
1896.” Despite this plain warning, Dr. SuN 
seems to have made the trip, Whether he 
should have been handed over for torture, if 
he has been so handed over, is a question 
hard to decide at this distance, but when 
al] the facts arg known we doubt if any 
great wrong will be revealed, 


—"Drive out the drones” is an ad- 
mirable phrase, and Mayor VAN Wrck is 
to be congratulated on its invention, still 
more on the courage to speak it, and, most 
of all, on the apparent sincerity with which 
he utters the words. Driving out the drones, 
however, will not amount to much in itself 
if they and their kind are not, kept out, and 
that may be a much more difficult task. 
This city has seen many a banishment of 
drones before now, and also the install- 
ation of new drones in their places more 
than once: But it’s poor business to criti- 
cise a first step just because it is a first 
step. The fact that it is in the right direc- 
tion gives reason to hope, even if it doesn’t 
to believe, that the next one will not be 
backward or to one side. 


—Vehement dissatisfaction has been ex- 
pressed by Mr. CHARLES J. BONAPARTE of 
Baltimore because a recent address of his 
was so reported in many Northern papers 
as to read like a qualified defense of lynch- 
ing. Toremove this impression he has sent 
to The Baltimore News an exact transcript 
of what he said, Careful reading of the emi- 
nent gentleman’s words, we must confess, 
rather confirms than removes the impression 
mentioned. Mr. BONAPARTE declares, in- 
deed, that “in practice the system is un- 
questionably liable to grave abuse,” and 
that ‘“‘ where every citizen has his share 
in making the laws, those claim more than 
their share who ask the privilege of break- 
ing them,’”’ but he also presents arguments 
like the following: “Judge Lynch may 
make mistakes, and his mistakes can be 
corrected by no writ of error, but if the 
number of failures of justice in his court 
could be compared with those in our more 
regular tribunals IT am not sure that he 
need fear the result. I believe that very 
few innocent men are lynched, and of those 
who have not committed the particular 
offense for which they suffer a still smaller 
proportion are desirable members of society. 
A few defaulting State Treasurers or ‘ boo- 
dle’ Aldermen, even one or two United 
States Senators who know more about the 
operation of ‘trusts’ than they can find it 
convenient to tell, hanging untried to lamp- 
posts would not be a wholly edifying specta- 
cle; but it would have a more wholesome 
effect on public officials than a long series 
of quashed indictments, disagreeing juries, 
forfeited ‘straw’ recognizances, and vary- 
ing phases of legal impunity for prosperous 
scoundrelism.” If this isn’t a ‘ qualified 
defense” of lynching, what is it? Le

AN ATTRACTIVE NEW PLAY 


Fanny Davenport’s Powerful Acting 
in “La Tosca” at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre—The Mu- 
sic Hall Changes.

A smart and interesting play, put togeth- 
er with infinite care by a skillful student of 
stagecraft, was acted, if not with flawless 
art, at least with perfect sympathy and 
uncommonly good intelligence, and invested 
with rare personal charm, at the Lyceum 
Theatre last night. R. C. Carton wrote the 
play, which is called ‘“‘ The Tree of Knowl- 
edge,” and is by far the most “‘ important” 
and strongest piece he has yet signed. 

It is a long distance up the ladder from 
his conventional little “Sunshine and 
Shadow,”’ not, to be sure, because it lacks 
“ conventionality,” for that is the food upon 
which Mr. Carton feeds and grows strong, 
but because of its sophisticated workman- 
ship, its cleverly applied gloss of ‘‘ modern- 
ity,” and its technical deftness. It involves’ 
(like all of its author’s plays) such a story 
of love and the results of it among the 
British aristocracy and gentry as the ordi- 
nary novelists (the fellows whose names do 
not count for much) turn-out for the British 
presses at the rate of some thousands 
yearly. - 

And, what is more, while it abounds in 


domesticity, and properly glorifies the vir- 


tues of the same; while it dallies, smartly 
but quite safely, with cynicism and ma- 
terlalism, yet it is quite as untrue to Mfe, in 
its details, as any popular play or novel 
can be, 

One reason for tthis is the playwright’s 
intentional exaggeration, for theatric effect, 
of every salient trait in each of his import- 
ant personages; another is his bold sacrifice, 
to meet the requirements of his plot, of the 
very traits he insists upon as most dis- 
tinguishing those personages. Thus Monica 
Blayne is represented, very convincingly for 
the most part, as a young woman of great 
generosity and consideration for others. 

Yet she deliberately keeps dangling by 
her side for four mortal months an estima- 
ble gentleman, knowing well that he con- 


templates offering his hand in marriage and 
fully intending to reject him—just because, 
in her forethought, she wants to provide a 
i scene for herself and him in Act V,. 

hus Loftus Roupell is represented as a 
“man of the world,” yet he is made to 
consent to the use of the very man of all 
others he would prefer not to have know of 
a certain disreputable liaison as a go-be- 
tween. He is represented, too, as a per- 
son who passes among gentlefolks as one 
of them, as a man of good breeding, yet he 
does not hesitate to involve a pure woman, 
wpom he respects, in a dishonorable love 
affair. 

But these false ethics do not hurt the play 
in the least as theatrical entertainment; and 
the wonder is, not that Mr. Carton has thus 
juggled with human character and manners, 
but that he has so ably contrived to make 
his new-old tale of coincidence, youthful 
heroics, and depravity illumined by senti- 
mentality but unblemished by a single hint 
of virtue so fresh in seeming and so inter- 
esting. It does not bore, though the tempo 
of the performance was entirely too slow 
last night, and the dénouement was delayed 
until 11:45. It is generally both exhilarating 
and charming. 

There is, as we have intimated, a modern 
veneering upon the old material. The oyni- 
cal libertine is not new, but his wicked 
philosophy has been smartly refurbished. 
All the dialogue, sentimenta] and humor- 
ous, declamatory and conversational, is ex- 
ceedingly well written. The play abounds 
in quotable passages, 

Its pictorial side is charming, and the au- 
thor’s frequently proclaimed admiration for 
Dickens is reflected again in this study of 
the rural poacher and jack-of-all-trades, 
Sweadle, and this well-meaning daughter, 
Deborah; in the old Major with his host of 
pets and his manner of getting involved in 
his speech, and in affectionate Mrs, Stan- 
yon and her bunch of household keys. 

Also, the character of that rankest senti- 
mentalist of all the remenibered temptresses 
of the age Mrs, Brian Hollingsworth, is 
not unworthy of Dickens in his Lady Ded- 
lock or Edith Dombey mood. There is one 
very powerful scene in ‘‘The Tree of 
Knowledge.’”’ There are two or three others 
of considerable force. The play will long 
survive. 

It is beautifully mounted at the Lyceum, 
of course, and the acting, already generally 
commended, deserves much more in the 
way of detailed comment than can be given 
to it this morning. Mr. Walcot, Mrs. Whif- 
fen, and Mr, Felix Morris are happily 
placed, and their acting is fairly beyond 
cavil; while Miss Mannering has a réle 
which exhibits some of her best qualities 
and in which her skill does not fail her. 

But not less interesting than these are 
Miss Opp, whose lack of practical experience 
we can now appreciate for the first time, 
but whose unquestionable talent is strongly. 
exerted; Mr, Morgan, who plays with abun- 
dant feeling and force as the too morbid 
hero; Mr. Mills as the youth who draws a 
large, blonde, vociferous blank in the mat- 
rimonial lottery, and then takes to chloral, 
and Mr. Courtleigh as the ‘“‘man of the 
world.’’ : 

The last named actor is inclined to hear 
on too heavily when the fabric is very 
slight. Similarly, Miss Opp must more fre- 
quently employ the conversational] tone; for, 
though her voice is musical, her measured 
speech becomes tiresome. he is a lovely 
and intelligent woman, and likely her stage 
career will be brilliant. John Findlay and 
Alison Skipworth, both well suited, complete 
the cast. The acting of some of-the young- 
er members of the company will greatly 
improve with practice, and they'll have 
plenty of practice in ** The Tree of Knowl- 
edge A play of this kind lingers.

“AIDA” AT THE OPERA. 


Verdi’s Favorite Work Givem Last 
Night at the Metrepolitan 
Opera House. 

Verdi’s “Alda” is a great opera. It is 
very hard to prevent it from making its 
effect with the audience, The music is 
glorious, and its dramatic force is bound to 
make itself felt, even when it is inadequate- 
ly given. A complete and satisfying per- 
formance of the opera requires a good many 
more elements of strength than are to be 
found in the Metropolitan Opera House 
when occupied by a company without per- 
manent organization.

RUSSIANS AND BRITISH ALERT 


The Flagship Centurion Shadowed 
from Nagasaki by a Gunboat— 
Japan to Find Out the Future 
Status of Ta-Lien-Wan. 


ROME, Jan. 24.—The Italian armored 
eruiser Marco Polo will sail for the Far 
East on Wednesday. King Humbert grant- 
ed an audience to the Captain of the Marco 
Polo to-day with a view of expressing his 
wishes and defining the policy of Italy in 
the Far East. His Majesty intimated that 
Italy’s interests lay in the direction of trade 
expansion, and were, therefore, akin to Eng- 
land’s. 

LONDON, Jan. 25.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Nagasaki, Japan, says: 

“The British and Russian squadrons are 
strictly watching each other’s movements. 
When the British battleship Centurion, flag- 
ship of the squadron, left Nagasaki yester- 
day (Sunday) she was shadowed by the Rus- 
sian gunboat Sivootch. The Japanese fleet 
is still at Yokosuka, but is expected to sail 
shortly for Wei-hai-wei. No serious devel- 
opments are looked for.”

GERMANY’S GAINS IN CHINA. 


Baron Von the 
Churches Will Be Supplied with Im- 


perial Tablets as a Safeguard. 


BERLIN, Jan. 24.—Referring to China, 
before the Budget Committee of the Reich- 
stag to-day, Baron von Buelow, the Foreign 
Minister, said the negotiations now con- 
cluded had resulted, first, in the Governor 
of Shan+-Tung being removed and forever 
debarred from holding high office; six high 
officials, named by Germany, had also been 
removed and punished, and proceedings had 
been instituted for the punrsnment of the 
actual perpetrators of the crime. Secondly, 
China had promised to pay 3,000 taels for 
the material losses of the mission. Thirdly, 
as atonement for the death of the mission- 
aries, three churches were to be erected, 
each provided with an imperial tablet show- 
ing them to be under the protection of the 
Chinese Emperor, one at Tsin-Nig, another 


at Tsao-Chou-Fu, and a third at the place 
where the murders were committed. China 


grants 66,000 taels for each church and free 
sites. Another 24,000 taels is assigned for 
building seven secure residences for the 
Catholic Prefecture of Tsao-Chou-Fu. 
Fourthly, a special imperial edict is issued 
for the protection of the German missions. 

“China,” Baron von Buelow explained, 
“has thus complied with all our demands. 
Bishop Anzer regards the imperial protec- 
tion tablets as extremely advantageous. 
The privilege is rarely accorded, and will 
considerably heighten the prestige of the 
Catholic missionaries in the eyes of the Chi- 
nese. 

“The German Government believes it has 
done all that is necessary for the preven- 
tion of further outrages. The best guaran- 
tees, however, are the permanent presence, 
under the treaty, of German men-of-war 
and garrison at Kiao-Chau by which it is 
hoped the authorities and population of 
China will not again forget that no wrong 
done to German subjects will be allowed to 
pass unpunished.”’ 

Baron von Buelow, in concluding, said that 
the negotiations with reference to the con- 
struction of railways and the working of 
coal mines were proceeding favorably. The 
Government chose Kiao-Chau because it 
was not too near the French and British 
spheres of interest or Russia’s sphere of 
power. Kiao-Chau was not an Eldorado, 
but expert judges predicted for it a sound 
and steady commercial development,

notes cashed for the prisoner. 

Lord Nevill left Paris on Saturday as 
soon as he heard that a warrant had been 
issued for his arrest, and he surrendered to 
the authorities this morning at the office of 
Sir George Lewis, the well-known lawyer. 
He will be prosecuted by the Treasury De- 
partment. Lord Nevill, after being confined 
in an ordinary cell at the Bow Street Police 
Station, was brought up in the Extradition 
Court at Bow Street this afternoon. 

Horace Avory prosecuted in behalf of the 
Treasury and Sir George Lewis appeared 
for the defense, 

Mr. Avory read the charges, which were 
practicaliy a repetition of the testimony pre- 
sented during the recent suit against Mr. 


Clay to recover the sum of £11,113, ($55,565,) 
due on two promissory notes signed by Mr. 
Clay, whose signature is allowed to have 
been obtained by Lord Nevill through 
fraudulent represéntations. Counsel added 
that Mr. Clay’s statement made at that 
time remained uncontradicted, Lord Nevill 
failing to appear. Sir George Lewis inter- 
rupted Mr. Avory at this point, remarking: 

How could he, when he was not called? 
He was willing and eager to testify.” 

Mr. Avory contended that the offense 
amounted to forgery, and asserted that it 
Was a case of deliberate and gross fraud 
perpetrated by the prisoner on a youth six- 
teen years his junior. 

The hearing was adjourned for a week, 
the prisoner being admitted to bail in 
£2,000, ($10,000,) furnished by his brother 
Henry and his brother-in-law, Lieut. Col. 
Charles Gathorne-Hardy, son of the first 
Earl of Cranbrook. 

Before the adjournment Sir George Lewis 
Said that in the Clay trial Lord Nevill was 
not called. Now he would be put in the 
dock, after a long iliness. Continuing, Sir 
xeorge Lewis remarked that Lord Nevill, 
when he heard the prosecutor intended to 
institute proceedings agairst him, and at 
the earliest intimation of these proceedings, 
hurried back to England and _ surren- 
dered. Counsel also said Lord Nevill de- 
manded that the case be heard, and intend- 
ed to “fight it out at the earliest possible 
moment.”’ 

The appearance of Lord Nevill 
rated the story of his illness. Although 
the courtroom was overheated, he was 
wrapped tightly in a heavy overeoat, leaned 
against the railing of the dock, and fre- 
quently trembled.

Lord Willlam Nevill is thirty-seven years 
old and was formerly a Lieutenant in the 
West Kent Regiment. He is the fourth 
son of the Marquis of Abergavenny. His 
correct title, which is one of courtesy sim- 
ply, is Lord William Beauchamp. His 
wife, who is known in London society as 
“ Lady Billy,” is the daughter of the Mar- 
quis de Santurce, one of the Muriettas, who 
was implicated in the recent Baring smash. 
He is somewhere on the Continent.

TURKISH INDEMNITY UNPAID. 


Euphrates College at Harpoot Memor- 
dalizes the President, 


BOSTON, Jan. 24.—The Trustees of Eu- 
phrates College, at Harpoot, Turkey, which 
is incorporated under the laws of Massachu- 
setts, at their annual meeting in this city 
to-day authorized a memorial to be sent to 
President McKinley setting forth the fact 
that indemnity has not yet been received for 


the property of the college, amounting in 
value to $60,000, which was destroyed at 
the time of the Armenian troubles in East- 
ern Turkey two years ago. . 

It is pointed out to the President that be- 
cause of the delay in the settlement of this 
matter by Turkey the American citizens 
who are connected with the administration 
of the college at Harpoot stand discred- 
ited before the Turkish Government and 
people, and their property, even at the pres- 
ent time, is jeopardized. It is peprecenin’ 
that the future safety of the college and 
property depends upon the assurance of 
the United States Government that it in- 
tends to protect American property and life 
in the Turkish Empire. 


CHARLES E. WILLARD DEAD. 


The ex-President of the Provident 
Savings Life Assurance Society 
Stricken with 

Charles E. Willard, a retired President of 
the Provident Savings Life Assurance So- 
ciety, was stricken with apoplexy while as- 
cending the stairs on the elevated station at 
Columbus Avenue and LEighty-first Street 
about 11. o’clock yesterday morning, and 
falling to the foot of the stairs, was picked 
up unconscious, and died almost immedi- 
ately. 

Mr. Willard lived at the Hotel Beresford, 
at Bighty-first Street and Central Park 
West. He had lived there for nine years 
with his wife. They had no children, and 
since he retired from the Presidency of the 
insurance company, a year ago, Mr. Willard 
had not been engaged in business. 

He left the hotel yesterday morning to 
make a visit to a friend down town, Those 
who saw him go up the stairs, say that he 
hurried to catch a train which he saw 
eoming. He got about half way up when 
he was stricken. He fell over backward, 
and seemed to land on his head, and it was 
thought at first that his neck was broken 
by those who picked him up. He was car- 
ried into.a near-by drug store, and Dr. 
Archer was summoned. The body was re- 
moved to the West Sixty-eighth Street Po- 
lice Station, and later to the hotel. 

Mr. Willard was born in Hartford, Conn., 
and was about forty-eight years of age.

Has Kept a Diary Fifty-five Years.

THE STEWART PICTURES. 


There have been more valuable and more 
important pictures exhibited previous to 
their sale at auction in New York than 
those which make up the collection of Mr. 
William H. Stewart, a Philadelphia mill- 
ionaire and connoisseur long resident in 
Paris, and who died there last year, and 
which are now on exhibition at the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries, and will be sold by auc- 
tion in Chickering Hall on Thursday and 
Friday evenings next, Feb. 3 and 4. There 
have been few, however, if any, no matter 
how wide or narrow their scope, as interest- 
ing to the general art lover, and perhaps 
none that will be so popular with the 
general public. 

The fact that a man’s early associations 
and education influence him in ‘his art as 
well as other tastes later in life is clearly 
evidenced by an examination of the pict- 
ures which form Mr. Stewart’s collection, 
and which, with comparatively few excep- 
tions, are representative of what is best 
known as the Roman-Spanish school. The 
mastey and founder of this school was Ma- 
riano Fortuny—that young genius who, dy- 
ing at the age of thirty-six, has still se- 
cured a firm place in the history of mod- 
ern painting. He revived Spanish art, which, 
after Goya’s death, had been influenced by 
classicism, romanticism, and academicism 
in turn, and which during the first half of 
the nineteenth century and from the death 
of Goya produced no single original artist 
until Fertuny, in the early sixties, burst 
like a meteor upon the artistic sky of Eu- 
rope. Mr. Stewart passed his early life on 
his father’s sugar estate, La Constancia, 
near Cienfuegos, in Cuba. There he not 
only learned Spanish, but grew to manhood 
amid the brilliant sunlight, the glowing col- 
ors, and the soft, warm airs of tropic seas 
and lands and skies. It was only natural, 


therefore, that when, with own sons of an 
age to relieve him of the care of the man- 
agement of his great estate, he went to 
Paris to enjoy his inherited and self-in- 
creased wealth, that his naturally artistic 
mind should have turned at once to the 
paintings of Fortuny and the small band of 
men who were his followers. His knowl- 
edge of Spanish enabled him to converse 
with these young painters in their own lan- 
guage, and he soon became interested in 


‘them and they in him. His house was at 


all times open to them and to other artists 
of Paris, and the name of Stewart became 
synonymous with that of friend as well as 
patron among the artists of the French 
capital. 

So it came to pass that Mr. Stewart began 
to buy the paintings of the Roman-Spanish 
artists, until at his death his collection of 
128 canvases, now to be sold here, con- 
tained no less than 25 examples of For- 
tuny, 11 of Rico, 7 of the Italian. Boldini, 
who, although not a Spaniard, is classed as 
one of the school; 4 of Raimundo de 
Madrazo, the_ brother-in-law of Fortuny, 
and 4 of the young and brilliant Zamacois, 
who preceded Fortuny at an even earlier 
age to the grave. The preponderance of 
these canvases in number, apart from their 
glowing color and general brilliancy of 
technique, naturally gives the character 
note to the Stewart collection. But Mr. 
Stewart, despite his natural and _under- 
standable interest in the painters of tropic 
seas and lands and skies, recognized also 
the abilities of the great masters of the 
Barbizon and modern French’ schools, 
whose works were twenty-five years ago, as 
now, so justly famous and prized among 
art collectors of education and taste every- 
where. He bought with discrimination rep- 
resentative canvases by the decorative Paul 
Baudry, the forceful Bonnat, the Belgian 
marine artist Clays, the great Decomps, 
Gérome. Harpignies, Heilbath, the painter 
of the Pontifical Court: Meissonier; Petten- 
kofen, the Austrian Meissonier: the still-life 
painter Vollon, and then, visiting England, 
secured examples of ,Alma-Tadema, Bon- 
ington, Pinwell, and Sant. From the mod- 
ern German school he selected canvases by 
Kanous, Leib], Menzel, and Otto Weber, and 
then enriched and completed his gallery 
with rarely good and superior examples of 
the unequaled Corot, ‘the herald of the 
dawn and the evangel of twilight ’’; of 
Daubigny, the painter of rural villages 
sleeping under the evening star; of Rous- 
seau, the painter of the forest and the soli- 
tude of the plain; of Troyon, who best of 
all has pictured the domestic animals, and 
finally of Van Marcke, only less great a pu- 
pil of a greater master. The presence of 
this representative number of examples of 
the great masters of modern French art, 
added to the finest showing of Fortuny’s 
ever owned by an_ individual collector, 
makes the collection as a whole a rarely 
important and valuable one, and attracts to 
it the interest of the connoisseur and patron 
as well as of the art lover alone. sie diet 

Tt is only proper in this necessarily brie 
review of the Stewart collection, of which 
so much has been written and said, to give 
first place to the great artist who is best 
represented in it, not only in the number 
of the examples of his brush shown, but in 
their importance. Fortuny, like his follow ers, 
had almost marvelous technical dexterity, 
and his subjects, whether figures or land- 
scapes, are always brilliantly executed. His 
eareer was determined by his _visit to Moroc- 
co during the war in the late ’n0a between the 
Spaniards and the Moors. There he found 
a people surrounded by richness of color, 
leading a strange, wild life, and hence it 
was that after his return to Paris he 
began to paint, as has been well said, 
“those brilliant kaleidoscopic rococo pict- 
ures, with their charming play of color 
which first gave him his reputation—the 
stalls of Moorish carpet sellers with little 
figures swarming about them; the rich dis- 
play of woven stuffs of the Bast, the weary 
attitude of old Arabs sitting in the sun, the 
sombre, brooding faces of strange snake- 
charmers and magicians. His was no Paris- 
fan East like Fromentin’s. All his figures 
are speaking Arabic.’’ One can imagine 
with his inspirations, his genius, and_ his 
tastes how the marvelous skill of Meis- 
sonier and Gérdéme interested him when he 
came to Paris and studied their works; but 


he was too original a genius to have either» 


of these great painters exert any particular 
influence upon him. As has also been well 
said. “ Fortuny is a Meissonier with an es- 
prit recalling Goya.” . 

His greatest works, both to be found in 
the present collection, are “ The Araba Fan- 
tasia”’ and the celebrated ‘‘ Choice of the 
Model.” The first, which depicts a group 
of Bedouin Arabs performing one of their 
weird dances in a Moorish covered court, 
shooting their yataghans and whirling in 
mad frenzy, is one of the most remarkably 
spirited canvases known, rich in color and 
almost inspiring in its movement and action. 
The “Choice of the Model,’’ which is one 
of the most notable pictures of modern 
times. represents a group of academicians 
of St. Luke in Rome in-Louis XV. costumes 
studying with critical eyes the form of a 
nude woman who stands on a table befofe 
them in a room in the Colona Palace. Mar- 
ble and porphyry pillars, ivory and bronze 
groups, Venetlan glass lustres, and tables 
held up by gilded satyrs with inlaid tops 
of variegated mosaics, form the accessories 
of this marvelous painting, in which each 
detail of costume and decoration is as care- 
fully drawn and painted as are the figures 
of the critical academicians and the exquis- 
ite form of the model herself, while all the 
costumes gleam in a thousand hues which 
the marble reflects. The third most impor- 
tant canvas by Fortuny is ‘‘ The Anti- 
quary,” a picture of a luxurious Parisian in- 
terior with two old collectors bending over a 
portfolio of engravings, while over the man- 
telpiece hangs a portrait of the artist’s 
friend and patron, Mr. Stewart, in an old 
Flemish costume. 

Other Fortunys which must be mentioned 
are the ‘“ Arquebusier”’ and “ Breakfast in 
a Convent Yard,’ the one a single figure 
and the other containing several figures, 
both painted with minutenesz and yet with 
dash; the splendid life-size study of a ne- 
gro’s head, ‘One of the King’s Moors,” 
which has been reproduced in bronze; the 
water color, “‘ Arab Reelining on a Divan,” 
with its marvelous detail; ‘‘ A Street in Tan- 
giers,”’ his clever and interesting little por- 
trait of Meissonier, on which hangs a story, 
and still more water colors, street scenes, 
single figures, and Oriental interiors, all ex- 
ecuted either with broad washes or highly 
finished, and all dainty and bright. 

Of Zamacois, who perhaps should next be 
mentioned, there are no less than four ex- 
amples in the collection. One, ‘‘ Fortuny’s 
Model,” a strongly drawn sketch of a wo- 
man lying full length on a red-draped divan, 
covered with a white and blue papery, a 
vigorous ebauche; that characteristic and 
delightful character study, ‘‘ The Infanta,” 
with the old, faithful servant guarding the 
royal child, a veritable modern Don Quixote; 
a little and spirited sketch of a black 
Caniche chasing a snowball, with an effect 
of cde light on the snow, and the well- 
known ‘“ Checkmated,”’ a highly finished in- 
terior with figures, glowing in color, with 
superbly inted details, in which two 
shrewd little hunchbacks in quaint costumes 
are playing chess seated on a table, watched 
by a court jester, who has just been check- 
mated. Madrazo, the talented brother-in- 
law of the great Fortuny, at present paint- 
ing portraits in New York, is represented 
in the collection by four earlier pictufes, the 
most important of which is the well-known 
‘Departure for the Masked Ball,” that in- 
teresting and characteristic early morning 
scene in Paris painted as only a man fa- 
miliar with the inner social life of the gay 
capital could paint it. All of these canvases 


make one ra her regret that Madrazo has

not continued to devote himself to the 
ainting of genres, which are far more sat- 
sfactory and creditable to his brush than 

me pretty, decorative portraits he now pro- 
uces, 

Of Rico, the painter of Venice in mid- 
day sunlight, and who was long in Italy 
with Fortuny, Mr. Stewart had eleven ex- 
amples, all marked by powerful execution, 
beautiful color, sunlight full of intensity, 
and atmospheric refinement. SBoldini, the 
versatile Italian, who began to paint as a 
romanticist, then became a landscapist, and 
whose little plein air bits of country or 
park filled with sunlighfend air, and having 
each figures of dainty Parisiennes, made 
almost a sensation, and who then was 
transformed into one of the most forceful, 
if theatrical, portrait painters of the day, 
contributes seven canvases, of which the 
best are the little studio interior with figure, 
the fresh and clear seascape ‘‘ Beach ,at 
Etretat,” the ‘‘ Seine at Bougival,’”’ and the 
large broadly handled and splendid ‘ High- 
way of Combes-la-Ville.’’ n 

But it is time to pass on and away ‘from 
the glitter and glow of these charming, at- 
tractive canvases of the Roman-Spanish 
men to thase of others, and with the excep- 
tion of Fortuny, still greater men. Of the 
Corots shown, the ‘ Ville d’Avry,’’ a most 
happy expression of the delicate harmoni- 
ous color sense of the famous landscapist, 
is the best. The single Daubigny, the fa- 
mous ‘ Auvers on the Oise,’”’ could not 
well be excelled, with its soft gray sky 
and river, its delicate greens, its distance, 
and above all, its tender and truthful sen- 
timent. The Decamps ‘“ Death and the 
Woodman,” that dramatic, splendid com- 
position known to all art lovers, is even 
more important than the Daubigny. Of 
the two Meissoniers, the well-known and 
superb ‘End of the Game of. Cards,” !s 
well supplemented by the little ‘ Stirrup 
Cup,” with its charming sunlight and air 
and sense of out doors—rather an unusual 
motif for the great painter. The Rousseau 
is the well-known ‘ Woodcutter, Forest of 
Fontainebleau,” and of the four Troyons, 
“The Valley of the Toucques” and the 
“Chickens Feeding” are among the best 
known of that master’s works. Space and 
time will not permit more than passing 
mention of such other noteworthy can- 
vases as the two Van Marckes, a small but 
important Alma-Tadema, ‘“‘ Roman Youth 
Reading Horace’; Baudry’s ‘Wave and 
the Pearl’’ and ‘“ Fortune and the Child,” 
recalling Giorgino, Leibl’s famous “ Vil- 
lage Politician,’’ three charactéristic. and 
strong examples of Alfred Stevens, Har- 
pignie’s delicate ‘‘ Castle of San Angelo,’’ 
and the old-fashioned ‘‘Gypsy Fortune 
Teller”? of the English artist, Sant, known 
by reproductions the world over. 


MRS. HENRY SLOANE’S DANCE. 


Many Fashionable Young People Meet 
for the Cotillion in Her 
Ballroom. 


The most fascinating and fashionable of 
the season’s débutantes, the bachelors 
prominent in New York society, and a 
smaller proportion of the older members of 
the exclusive set met last night in the ball- 
room of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Sloane’s 
house, ? East Seventy-second Street, for one 
of the important dances of the Winter. 

Preparations had been made for the occa- 
sion on a generous scale, the house was 
beautifully decorated throughout, there was 
an abundance of good cheer and fine music, 


and, in short, everything was characteristic 
of a festive gathering of the “ Howling, 
Howling Swells.’’ There were about 250 
present, and the guests included almost all 
the younger members of the exclusive set. 
There were a few absentees, such as Mr. 
and Mrs. Almeric Paget, who are now at 
Aiken, 8, C., and Mr. and Mrs. Henry Payne 
Whitney, whom the recent death of Mr. 
Whitney’s aunt, Mrs. Mary Payne Bingham, 
in Florida, prevented from attending. 

The dance was principally for young peo- 
ple, and, while not restricted absolutely to 
the social beings of ‘‘ Uppertendom,’’ was 
a much more exclusive affair than Mrs. 
Astor’s recent ball. 

Just as on that occasion, a week ago, a 
large proportion of the guests, and among 
them most of the prominent ones, began to 
drive up to Mrs. Sloane’s door about 11:45 
P. M., having come thither straight from 
the opera. Practically the same display of 
dazzling gems and richly beautiful costumes 
that had been making the ‘“ horseshoe” in 
the Metropolitan Opera House a thing to 
feast one’s eyes upon during the evening, 
shone in the white and gold ballroom where 
Mrs. Sloane’s guests met for the cotillion. 
The picture presented by the gayly attired 
belles who swept through her long wide en- 
trance hall was enhanced by a most artistic 
floral setting. 

The hostess had taken good care that her 
floral decorations should be appropriately 
elaborate. The spacious hall on the first 
floor of the house was decorated here and 
there with Kentia and Areca palms and 
igesnias, towering 14 or 15 feet in the air. 

rough the parlors on this floor were scat- 
tered a number of ornamental vases, 5 or 6 
feet high, filled with long-stemmed American 
Beauty roses, which came from Siebricht’s, 
as did the other floral decorations in the 
house, except such as were sent in to Mrs. 
Sloane by friends. The fireplaces) were 
artistically filled with Farleyense and ne- 
phrolepis ferns and other delicate varieties 
of the fern family. 

The hall on this floor runs west and east, 
the wide curving staircase leading from it 
to the hall above being at the easterly end. 
This staircase was flanked with heavy 
masses of ims, which gave the appearance 
of a clmbing pathway through a wooded 
bower. ‘the same plant prevailed in the 
decorations of the hall on the second floor, 
across the western end of which the ball- 
room stretches. 

Mrs. Sloane received her guests in what 
is known as the gray room, a chamber 
opening upon the batlroom. The _ latter 
room was decorated with Areca and Kentia 
palms here and there, the mantels being 
laden with vases, also filled with American 
Beauty roses. A row of gilt chairs ran 
about the room, and similar furniture pre- 
vailed in the gray room. In a wide recess 
in the hall directly opposite the main ball- 
room door a screen of tall plants sheltered 
Berger’s Gypsy Hungarian Orchestra of 
eighteen pieces, which discoursed inspiriting 
music under the leadership of orvath 
Miska, 

The first bit of dance music was a waltz, 
naturally enough, Johann Strauss’s “ Kais- 
ervaise.”” Then followed a polka, Zihrer’s 
‘“Annenpolka’”’: a lanciers, Victor Her- 
bert’s ‘* Wizard of the Nile ’’; deux temps, 
‘Stars and Stripes,’’ Sousa; a waltz from 
Gounod’s “ Faust”; Czibulka’s polka, 
“Rococo "; Waldteuffel’s ‘Die Jahreszeit,” a 
waltz; ‘‘ Ob Ich Dich Liebe,’’ another waltz, 
and a-lanciers, ‘‘ Reb Roy,’’ by De Koven. 

Supper was announced after 12:30 A. M., 
to take place on the first floor, where pro- 
vision had been made for 280 guests. Here 
some sixty small tables were placed in the 
dining room and hall, and an elaborate 
seated supper, prepared by the household 
cooks, was served. The tables were dainti- 
ly decorated with cut flowers. The formal 
banquet over, a buffet supper was estab- 
lished in the dining room, and ran until 
the departure of the guests. 

The cotillion, which lasted about two 
hours, was danced immediately after sup- 
per, Worthington Whitehouse leading with 
Mrs. Sloane, the hostess.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


The Rev, Dr. Michael J. Cramer, 


The Rev. Dr. Michael J. Cramer, a brother- 
in law of Gen. Grant, died Sunday in Car- 
lisle, Penn. He married Miss Mary F. Grant 
in 1863, while he was connected with a 
Methodist Church in Cincinnati. Mr. Cra- 
mer was a native of Switzerland, being born 
in Schaffhausen, in 1835. He came with his 
parents to this country at an early age, and 
was apprenticed to the printer’s trade. By 
studying in_his leisure he fitted himself for 
the Ohio Wesleyan University. He was 
graduated with honors in 1859, and soon 
after the Cincinnati Conference of the Meth- 
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odist Episcopal Church granted him: a. 
license to preach. He received the degree 
of D. D. from Syracuse University, and was 
made an LL. D. by his own Alma Mater. 

Soon after the war he was appointed 
United States Consul at Letpsic, Germany, by 
President Johnson. He returned to this 
country in 1870. A year later President 
Grant appointed him Minister Resident to 
Denmark. He occupied that post until the 
Presidency of Mr. Garfield, when he was 
removed, at his own wish, to become Chargé 
d’Affaires at Berne. He returned to the 
United States with his family in 1885. For 
a year he occupied the Chair of Systematic 
Theology in Boston University, and in 1887 
he removed to East Orange, N. J. In the 
Fall of last year he was appointed to fill 
the Chair of Philosophy at Dickinson Col- 
lege, Carlisle, Penn., but prior to this he 
lectured on Church history at the Drew 
Seminary for one year. Dr. Cramer wrote 
much for the magazines and reviews, and 
was a good iinguist. For a short period he 
was editor of the Zeitschrift fiir Theologie 
und Kirche. 


Henry Davenport. 


Henry Davenport, for many years one 
of the best-known mercantile men and mill 
owners in New England, died suddenly of 
heart disease at 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon at the residence of his son-in-law, Dr. 


Clement Cleveland, at 59 West Thirty- 
eighth Street. 

The deceased was born in Boston eighty- 
seven years ago of a prominent mercantile 
family. He received his education in his 
native city, and in his early manhood be- 
came connected with the Pacific Mills. He 
remained with that concern up to the time 
of his retirement from active business life 
seven years ago. He was one of the officers 
of the company for nearly forty years. He 
was one of the original. members of the 
Genealogical Society of Boston, was Vice 
President of the Boston Numismatic Society, 
and a member of the Horticultural Society. 
He leaves a widow, two sons, and one 
daughter. His eldest son ts Professor of 
Gynecology in the Harvard College Medical 
School. 

Funeral services and interment will take 
place in Boston, probably next Sunday. 


George C, Buell. 


George C. Buell of Rochester, one of the 
wealthiest men in the western part of this 
State, and for a number of years an asso- 
ciate of the Vanderbilts ‘in the control of 
the New York Central Railroad, died at his 


kome, in Rochester, yesterday at the age 
of seventy-five years. He succumbed to an 
attack of pneumonia. Mr. Buell was the 
senior member of the wholesale grocery 
firrn of George C. Buell & Co., and the 
greater part of his business career was as- 
sociated with Rochester. He had been a Di- 
rector of the New York Central Railroad 
since April, 1886, having at that time suc- 
ceeded Don Alonzo Watson of Rochester 
as a member of the board. 

Mr. Buell was a public-spirited citizen and 
a stanch supporter of the principles of the 
Republican Party. He was on more than 
one occasion a delegate to National Repub- 
lican Conventions, and frequently represent- 
ed his district in Rochester in the Republic- 
an State Conventions.

Henry Carter, for thirty years Judge of 
the Municipal Court of Haverhill, Mass., and 
earlier in his life Judge of the Municipal 


Court of Portland, Me., died yesterday at 
his home, in Haverhill. He was born in 
Bridgeton, Me., in 1814. He was a relative 
of Hannibal Hamlin. He was prominent in 
New England politics, and was a delegate 
to the Republican National Convention in 
1876. He was Chairman of the commission 
that settled the boundary dispute between 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire.

MR. CLEWS AND CONGRESS. 

The revival of the silver agitation in Con- 
eress at the present time, due to the reso- 
lution of Senator Teller, has for its purpose 
making it imperative on the part of the 
Government to recognize the word “ coin” 
contained in the United States bonds as 
meaning gold or silver equally as_ the 
money in which both principal and inter- 
est shall be made payable. It is not at 
all likely, however, that this new attack 
upon Government credit will pass into law. 
As a matter of fact, it is absolutely im- 
possible during the present Administration. 
In view of this new attack upon Govern- 
ment credit, the following statement will 
serve to show the strength of the United 
States Treasury at the present time and 
how ridiculous the bringing forward of such 
a resolution is made to appear:

Deduct this amount from the outstanding 
greenback and Sherman notes, and it leaves 
in actual circulation $302,065,837. As an 
offset thereto, the Treasury has on hand 
free gold amounting to $160,907,547, which, 
deducted from the outstanding notes, leaves 
a balance of $141,158,290 unprotected by 
actual gold or its equivalent, and backed 
only by United States Government credit. 
Surely the vast resources of this Nation, 
including the individua] wealth, all of which 
is at the back of United States credit, 
ought to be ample to protect this small 
residue of notes and make them as good as 
gold in public estimation, without it being 
necessary to have the actual yellow metal 
in the Treasury therefor. Mr. Teller’s at- 
tack on the Government credit, or, should 
it pass the Senate, (which is not improb- 
able,) making it thereby an attack by the 
Senate, should have no worse effect on the 
Nation’s credit at home or abroad than the 
falling of a drop of water on a duck’s back 
or an additional speck of sand washed up 
on the seashore. 

As an evidence that this country has had 
silver enough already infused into its Na- 
tional money, the average cost price of the 
$102,284,736 silver now held by the Treasury 
against the outstanding Sherman silver 
notes was 92% cents, whereas, the present 
price is 57% cents per ounce, thus showing 
a loss to the Government thereon of $38,- 
425,710. Before the McKinley Administra- 
tion expires the world’s output of gold will 
aggregate enough to drown out all at- 
tempts thereafter to force a double standard 
in any country in the world where the sin- 
gle standard exists. With this in view, it 
certainly does appear absurd to try to 
force upon this country the free coinage of 
Silver at 16 to 1 ratio, when the ratio 
should be 32 to 1, to equalize the two 
metals in value.

COMMODITY PRICES IN 1897. 


The London Times prints a letter from Mr. 
A. Sauerbeck, who is well known in Burope 
as a close observer and a careful statisti- 
cian, reviewing the course of the prices of 
commodities during the past year. Mr. 
Sauerbeck makes his comparisons by means 
of index numbers computed from the prices 
of forty-five commodities, the average of 
the eleven years 1868-77 being 100. The in- 
dex number for 1897 is 62, against 61 for 
1896, 62 for 1895, 63 for 1894, and 68 for 1893. 
The average number for the decade 1878-87 
was 79, and for the decade 1888-97 was 67. 
Mr. Sauerbeck says: 

‘“*The index number for last year is one 
point better than that for the preceding 
year, or the same as in 1895. As the low 
figure of 1896 was mainly caused by unprece- 
dently low prices, in the aggregate, of arti- 
cles of food, so the number of 1897 was 
principally affected by the opposite course, 
higher prices of food, while the average of 
all materials was the lowest on record. 
Among the articles of the first class, wheat, 
barley, oats, potatoes, rice, and all sorts of 
meat, and, particularly, pork, were higher; 
but sugar, coffee, and tea declined, and 
ruled, on the average, lower than ever be- 
fore. In the case of raw materials there was a 
moderate improvement for copper, tin, lead, 
and coal, but all textiles—cotton and wool, 
flax, hemp, and jute—and a number of sun- 
dry materials, viz., talloy, linseed oil, pe- 
troleum, nitrate, and indigo, ruled lower. 

“With regard to the general state of 
trade in Europe during the past year opin- 
ions appear to differ, but I believe there is 
plenty of evidence that the result was, on 
the whole, less favorable than that of 1896 
and the second half of 1895. The famine in 
India and the outbreak of plague seriously 
impeded the trade with this great depend- 
ency, and there was also a considerable re- 
duction in the exports to the Far Wast, to 
Australia, and South America. The change 
in the tariff of the United States, while 
stimulating exports there during the first 
half of the year, caused a complete stop- 
page of demand later on. The textile in- 
dustry, particularly of cotton and wool, was 
very depressed, and though the good de- 
mand for iron and other metals continued 
throughout the year, the engineering trade 
in this country was greatly hampered by 
the protracted strike. The harvest on the 
Continent was bad, causing a rise in the 
prices of breadstuffs, while large sugar 
crops and unprecedented crops of American 
cotton and Brazil coffee had a depressing 
influence on these articles. 

“In the United States, on the other hand, 
things were much better. Prices of wheat 
were already good last Winter, and in view 
of a protective tariff there was considerable 
speculation in raw materials and manufact- 
ures, to be followed in the latter part of the 
year by the fortunate coincidence of a good 
harvest and high prices of wheat. The ex- 
ports show again, as in the previous year, 
an enormous excess over the imports, about 
$850,000,000, and this must soon increase 
the demand for foreign goods again, not- 
withstanding the high duties. The settle- 
ment of the currency makes, unfortunate- 
ly, no progress, although with a little good 
will and only a moderate amount of gold it 
could be placed in a sound position, 

“The future of prices of raw material 
will depend on the American demand and 
on any improvement in the condition of the 
Bast and of other extra-European coun- 
tries, which, in my opinion, cannot be very 
far distant, but the general index number 
may be affected by any weakening in the 
now exceptional prices of wheat, and this 
must occur as soon as larger quantities are 
again brought to market.”

PROPOSED ELEVATED CHANGES 





Whe Suggestions Made by President 


Gould Received in a Friendly 
Spirit—A Formal Applica- 
tion Is Invited. 





The letter of George J. Gould to President 
(Alexander H. Orr of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission explaining the willingness of the 
Manhattan Railway Company to make oc 
tain extensions of its elevated system was 
discussed at a meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners in their office at 257 Broad- 
fway yesterday afternoon. All the members 
of the board were present except Charles 
Stewart Smith, who is abroad, and Mayor 
Ven Wyck and Controller Coler. No word 
was received from the two last-mentioned 
efficers in explanation of their absence. 

Secretary Delafield read the letter received 
from Mr, Gould, which said: 


I am in receipt of your letter of Jan. 18, 1898. 
ou review, at considerable negotia- 
tions which have taken place between the 
‘Transit Commission and the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company; her oe your views of such 

tions are Givergent from my own, 
I shall repress any inclination to deal with this 
ern of your letter, lest the result may be 
scussiog, and controversy, rather than a solu- 
tion of the rapid-transit problem. I reply, there- 
fore, only to the concluding paragraph of your 
Jetter, in. which you advise me that you are 
instructed by your board ‘‘to invite from this 
company a prompt application for such addi- 
tional facilities or extensions as it may now de- 
sire.”’ In- response to this invitation, I desire 
to state that the Manhattan Railway Company, 
if so authorized, will construct the following 
connections, extensiona, and additional tracks 
and facilities: 

(1) A connecting Iine, beginning at Battery 
Place, and extending along the westerly side of 
the city to Horatio or Gansevoort Street, thence 
through Horatio or Gansevoort Street to and 
connecting with the Sixth and Ninth Avenue 
lines of this company; also a branch thereof 
connecting the west-side lines with the City 
Hall terminal of this company, through Reade 
or Duane Street, or Conall nd Centre Streets. 
@) An extension of the Sixth and Ninth Ave- 
mue lines through Fifty-third Street to Tenth 
Avenue, thence along Tenth Avenue and the 
Boulevard and Eleventh Avenue, to Fort George. 
(8) An extension of the Suburban line from 
Tremont station. through Fordham, to Bedford 
Park. (4) Additional tracks and facilities to 
increase the ability of this company to properly 
accommodate the traveling public, 

Immediately upon being advised that the fore- 
going meets the approval of your board, I will 
initiate engineering and other preliminary work, 
and without avoidable delay will prepare and 
submit such more formal application, and such 
detailed plans and specifications, as may be 
en, under the provisions of the Rapid Tran- 

act. 


The Board’s Opinion. 


After nearly two hours of discussion the 
opinion of the Rapid Transit Board with 
regard to the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany’s position was expressed in the fol- 
lowing minute which President Orr was au- 
thorized to transmit to President Gould: 


Mr. Gould’s letter seems to contain four dis- 
tinct propositions which, as the board now views 
them, have no necessary connection, and should, 
in its opinion, be separately dealt with. 

The first proposition: This may, in the judg- 
ment of the board, be advantageously divided into 
two subdivisions. Mr. Gould proposes: Subdivision 
A—‘ A connecting line beginning at Battery Place 
and extending along the westerly side of the city 
to Horatio, or Gansevoort Street, to and con- 
necting with the Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines 
of this company ’’; and Subdivision B—‘‘ Also a 
branch thereof connecting the west side lines 
with the City Hall terminals of this company 
through Reede or Duane Street or Canal and 
Centre Streets,’’ 

As to the proposition contained in the first of 


these subdivisions this board, as now advised, 
is inclined to look favorably upon it. As to the 
proposition contained in the second of these sub- 
divisions it is sufficient to state that the statute 


forbids this board to authorize the construction 


of an. elevated railroad over any portion of 
Broadway south of Thirty-third Street. 

The second proposition: ‘*‘ An extension of the 
Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines through Fifty- 
third Street to Tenth Avenue; thence along 


Tenth Avenue and the Boulevard and Eleventh 
Avenue to Fort George.’’ This board believes 
that it would be a great service to the people of 
this city if the westerly lines of the Manhattan 
Railway Company were extended as far north as 
King’s Bridge, and that this proposition is in- 
adequate in that it contemplates an extension 
terminating at Fort George. As to the proposed 
route of the westerly extension, this board is 
gravely in doubt whether even the great benefit 
Which the extension might confer upon the public 
would suffice to outweigh the injury to be in- 
fiicted upon the city by the defacing of the 
Boulevard, and the great damage to the property 
along that route. As to this route, therefore, the 
judgment of the board must be suspended until 
Mr. Gould’s proposition shall have been reduced 
to a more specific form, and the board shall have 
had an opportunity to consider the arguments 
both for and against it. 


The third proposition, ‘‘ An extension of the 


suburban line from Tremont station through 
Fordham to Bedford Park.”’ The board is of the 
opinion, as now advised, that the building of an 
extension upon the general line thus indicated 
would be of great benefit to the portion of the 
city affected by it, and it looks most favorably 
upon this proposition. 

The fourth proposition, ‘‘ Additional tracks and 
facilities to increase the ability of this company 
to properly accommodate the traveling public.’’ 
This proposition is so indefinite that the board 


cannot now deal with it in any way. The board 
is of the opinion, however, that the placing of 
third, and in some.cases of fourth, tracks upon 
portions of the present route of the Manhattan 
Railway Company is essential and would largely 
increase the capacity and efficiency of its service, 
and would thus inure to the benefit of the city. 
And the board will deal with any such proposition 
oe merits if it shall be submitted tc this 
oard, 

The board is of the opinion also that the 
Manhattan Railway Company should be invited 
by the President of this board to promptly sub- 
mit formal application for such separate exten- 
sions as it may desire, to the end that this 
board may deal with such questions separately 
and may treat each upon tts own merits. And 
this board is also of the opinion that the Presi- 
dent of this board should in such communication 
to the Manhattan Railway Company request that 
corporation in such applications as it may see 
fit to present to this board to state specifically: 

1. The form of structure which it desires to 
build upon each such route. 

2. What additional tracks and other facilities 
it desires to erect upon streets and public places 
already occupied by its railroad for the purpose 
of properly accommodating the traveling public. 

3. Within what time it will construct such 
additional structures as may be specified in such 
applications and authorized by the board, 

4. Such further facts as may appear to the 
said company to be pertinent to the said appli- 
cation. 


A Resolution Adopted. 


The following resolution was adopted by 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners in con- 
nection with this minute: 

That the President of this board be requested 
to communicate the substance of this minute 
to the said corporation and to renew his former 
assurance of the willingness of this board to 
eos such reasonable applications of the Man- 
1attan Railway for further franchises as will in- 
crease the comfort and convenience of the public. 

The board directed its counsel to apply 
at once to the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court for a rehearing upon the 
question of the amount of security to be 
exacted upon the construction bonds. 

A communication was received from the 
Commissioners of Accounts informing the 
board that they desired to make an exam- 
ination of the records of the Rapid Transit 
Commission. Secretary Delafield was di- 
rected to.reply that every facility would 
be extended to the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts for such an examination.

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COUNTER-CLAIMS BY A DEFPNDANT HEx- 


from James O’Brien, in his representative 
capacity as executor of Ellen O’Brien, for 
breach of a building contract by his testa- 


trix. A number of counter-claims which 
were set up in answer, founded upon judg- 
ments recovered by third parties against 
the plaintiff, alleged to have assigned to 
defendant as executor, were demurred to by 
plaintiff, on the ground, among others, that 
they did not state facts sufficient to con- 
stitute a cause of action. A judgment over- 
ruling the demurrer and aw a defend- 
ant’s judgment on the counte aim has 
been reversed by the Appellate Division, 
upon the ground, as stated by Justice Bar- 
rett, that the counter-claims, as alleged, 
show no enforcible claims agairst the plaint- 
iff in favor of the estate of his administra- 
trix. “Thus, where the chose in action,” 
Justice Barrett said, “‘ does not come to the 
executor through his representation of the 
deceased—wherefi in fact, such chose in ac- 
tion is acquired by him under a contract 
which never existed in favor of the decedent 
—he takes it individually, and not as ex- 
ecutor. It follows that an individual claim 
of the defendant {ts here attempted to be 
counter-claimed against a cause of action 
against his estate. This may not be done. 
The defendant, in his representative ca- 
pacity, has absolutely no interest In the 
counter-claims alleged. In such capacity 
he is as much a stranger to them as though 
they had been held by some third party. As

PROSECUTING ACTION AS A PooR PERSON.—

POLICEMAN BENTON ACCUSED. 


Stephen G. Patterson of Brooklyn 
Says the Officer Wantonly Insult- 
ed and Assaulted Him, 


Stephen G Patterson of 157 Rodney Street, 
Brooklyn, son of Tax Commissioner Thomas 
J. Patterson of that borough, who ran for 
Sheriff on the Democratic ticket against 
W. J. Buttling in 1895, was the complain- 
ant in the West Side Police Court yester- 
day against James Benton, a policeman of 
the West One Hundredth Street Precinct, 
charging assault in the second degree, Mag- 
istrate Pool adjourned the examination un- 
til to-day, holding Benton in §1,000 bail. 
The bail was furnished. 

According to the story told by Mr. Patter- 
son, he and Harry Kelly of 109 Hancock 
Street were in a restaurant in Columbus 
Avenue at 1 o’clock yesterday with two 
young women, who lived just around the 
corner in Ninety-second Street. Kelly is 
engaged to one of the women, and the party 
were on their way home from a reception. 
They were seated at a table when Benton, 
in full uniform, entered, He walked up to 
their table and suggested that everybody 


have a drink with him. Patterson resented 
the impertinence, and the policeman went 
away, 

Ten or fifteen minutes later, as Kelly was 
opening the door of the house in Ninety- 
second Street, Benton accosted them again. 
Just as the women entered the hallway, he 
seized the key from Kelly’s thand and said: 
“Now, you get away. I'll attend to the 
girls.” The women ran up stairs, slam- 
ming the lower halldoor behind them. Kelly 
and Patterson insisted on the return of the 
key, and walked half a block arguing with 
Benton. Suddenly the policeman shoved the 
key into Kelly’s hand and struck Patterson 
in the face with the hand that held his 
night stick with such force that the side of 
his face was laid open and his nose was 
broken. 

Patterson and Kelly, both of whom are 
small men, ran away, and Benton strolled 
along the street. The two men went to 
the West One Hundredth Street Police Sta- 
tion and told Sergt. Lovell, who was in 
command, of their experience. He sent a 
policeman out with them to find Benton, 
They could not find him, and Lovell sent 
Roundsman Staat to round him up. When 
Benton was brought to the station he de- 
nied all knowledge of the assault, said he 
had never seen the men before, and that 
the accusation was a job “put up” by 
some one who had a grudge against him. 
Sergt. Lovell did not believe him, and sus- 
pended him and put him under arrest. 

In court Benton told the same story he 
had told in the station. Patterson and Kelly 
said they could not be mistaken, and that 
the restaurant keeper would corroborate 
a rtion of their statement. Both men de- 
cided that the women should not be brought 
into the case. 

Mr. Patterson, when seen at his home 
last night, said Benton had asked him since 
his arraignment in court not to press the 
charge, as it meant “ the loss of my job. 
A similar request, equally fruitless, Mr. 
Kelly said thhad been made to him. 

Benton was appointed a policeman sixteen 
months ago. His superior officers speak 
well of him, and his record is clean. 


AGAINST BOROUGH CONTRACTS. 


Those Rushed Through in Queens and 
Richmond Before Consolida- 
tion to be Fought. 


Commissioner Kearney the other day at a 
meeting of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment called the attention of the 
Mayor to the fact that the towns of the 
Boroughs of Queens and Richmond had 
rushed through contraicts for electric light- 
ing at the time of the passage of the char- 
ter, and had saddled on the new city con- 
tracts that he, Commissioner Kearney, 


hoped he would not have to recognize. 
The matter was referred to Corporation 
Counsel Whalen, and it was reported yes- 
terday that Mr. Whalen would fight all con- 
tracts entered into by the old authorities of 
Queens and Richmond after the_charter 
went into effect. These contracts are for 
the building of streets and sewers, for light- 
ing, and other public improvements, and in- 
volve the expenditure of several millions of 
dollars. 

Mr. Whalen said yesterday to a contractor 
who asked him for an opinion as to the le- 
gality of te work: “ All contracts entered 
into by the Counties of Queens and Rich- 
mond, which were made with the intent 
that the work should be paid for by the 

eater city, were illegal. They would not 

ave been made if it had not been known 
that New York City would have to pay for 
them. This office will fight all such con- 
tracts, and they will have to be defended in 
the courts.” 

The question of the validity of the bonds 
issued by these boroughs was one of the 
first subjects discussed by the new adminis- 
tration, and the matter was put into the 
hands of Corporation Counsel Whalen to de- 
termine. Pending his decision, interest on 
them was stopped. If the contracts are 
illegal, then the bond issues also are. The 
amount of the bond issues was $148,000. 

Mr. Whalen would not officially express 
himself about the matter yesterday. 

It was said that were the contracts to be 
declared invalid, the contractors would have 
to sue the officers of old counties by whom 
the contracts were let. 




















SUES THE MONTEFIORE HOME. 


Father of a Patient Who Met with a 
Fatal Accident Claims $100,000, 


A suit is down for hearing in the Supreme 
Court on Friday next against the Monte- 
fiore Home for $100,000 damages in connec- 
tion with an accident to Arnold Barshell, a 
young lawyer who, while receiving treatment 
at the home on June 10 last, fell down an ele~ 
vator shaft and received injuries that re- 
sulted in his death two days later. 

The plaintiff is Alexander Barshell, father 
of the deceased. Adolph Bloch, counsel for 


Mr. Barshell, said yesterday that the de- 
ceased, who was but twenty-four years of 
age, was almost the sole support of his fam- 
ily. He had gone to the home to receive 
medical treatment, particularly medicinal 
baths. On June 16 he had had a consulta- 
tion with the Medical Director of the insti- 
tution, and was being led away by his 
nurse, when he stepped through the door of 
the elevator shaft, not noticing that the 
car was not there ,

MRS. WITTHAUS’S CHARGES 


Her Husband and His Counsel Say 
She Committed Perjury and 
Criminal Libel. 








THEY ASK FOR HER INDICTMENT 


David Gerber Gives Prof. Witthaus’s 
Side of the Case in Which the 
Toxicologist Is Accused of 
Attempted Poisoning. 








Prof. R. A. Witthaus, the expert toxicolo- 
gist, who was charged in an affidavit sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court in Newburg 
on Saturday by his wife with having tried 
to poison her, visited the District Attorney 
yesterday accompanied by his counsel, 
David Gerber, of Dittenhoefer, Gerber & 
James, and requested that an indictment 
be asked for against Mrs. Witthaus for 
perjury and criminal libel for having sworn 
to the facts set forth in the affidavit and 
having given them currency in a newspaper. 

Dr. Witthaus and Mr.° Gerber were re- 
ferred to Assistant District Attorney Unger, 
to whom the facts were stated, and he said 
that as the motion in which the alleged per- 
jury and libel were committed was now 
pending before a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, the District Attorney’s office would, 
under their rule, not move in the matter 
until the Supreme Court had disposed of it. 
He called the attention of Mr. Gerber to 
the section of the code under which the at- 
torney could bring the perjury charged to 
the attention of the Supreme Court, and 
the Justice then presiding—in this case, Jus- 


tice Hirschberg—could take steps to have a 
charge of perjury preferred. 

Mr. Gerber said that in ordinary cases, or 
through a matter brought in court, a wife 
could probably not libel her husband, but 
in the present case, he said, he had in- 
dubitable proof that Mrs. Witthaus had 
gone first to a newspaper reporter in this 
city and given him her story for publica- 
tion, and that the reporter had accompa- 
nied her and her counsel, Samuel H. Wan- 
dell, to Newburg in order to hear the alle- 
gations made in open court that had pre- 
viously been made to him privately. Mr. 
Gerber said also that this reporter had come 
to him about the case, mentioning all but 
the isoning incident, before the hearing 
on Saturday, proving that he must have 
received his information in advance, On 
these facts, Mr. Gerber says, he will base 
his charge of criminal libel. 


Statement by Mr. Gerber. 


Dr. Witthaus declined on Sunday to go 
into any discussion of the allegations made 
by his wife, but said the charges were lies. 


His counsel, he said, would talk for him 
later, and Mr. Gerber yesterday did so, 

= We have ten days from the Court,” he 
said, ‘“‘in which to prepare answering affi- 
davits, and these will deny as strongly and 
as broadly as possible every allegation made 
by Mrs. Witthaus. We will call the atten- 
tion of the Justice to the fact that we have 
consulted the District Attorney. It is not 
our desire to have the woman jailed pend- 
ing the hearing on the charges we have 
made against her, but we want to compel 
her to go on her proof so that the issue she 
raises may be tried. Her animus is shown 
by the mere fact of the presentation of her 
affidavit. In any event, it would be a ques- 
tion not in any way germane to the issue 
for a reduction of alimony. In that we need 
show only altered circumstances, but there 
are other facts that prove her desire to in- 
jure her husband as well. On Jan. 15 she 
sent a letter to Dr. Witthaus, in which she 
says: 

“<¢]T am going to bring my case here in 
New York, and I will get it, too, with a 
jury, and whether you fight it or not the 
newspapers will have the whole miserable 
story.’ 
rr On the head of that I received from her 
attorney a letter dated Jan. 21. This 
states that a Dr. Holland has told Mrs. 
Witthaus that she is in no condition to go 
to trial in her action for absolute divorce, 
the fourth action she has brought, and ad- 
vises her to go to a sanitarium, The letter 
also says: 

“*T now, with the approval of my client, 
hereby offer to stipulate a discontinuance of 
the action for divorce without further costs 
to either party as against the other.’ 

“This offer,’”’ continued Mr. Gerber, “I 
positively declined. The trial of the divorce 
action was noticed for Jan. 22, the day the 
other motion wastobeargued,and theplaint- 
iff had it postponed until Feb. 12. I could 
see clearly that the woman’s scheme was to 
have action No. 4 discontinued, and then to 
begin a fifth suit in New York, asking again 
for counsel fees and alimony, and give her 
a chance, as she says, to get the whole story 
again in the newspapers. As for this mat- 
ter of her going to a sanitarium, we have 
proof that she always does that just before 
a motion is to be made. ‘ 

“On June 3 she went to Dr. Dudley of 678 
Madison Avenue, and on June 4 went to the 
Post Graduate Hospital. On June 5 a mo- 
tion was made in the Supreme Court, and 
after the case had been submitted, she, on 
June 11, left the hospital, where she could 
not stay less than a week. We have here 
a letter from Dr. Dudley, sent to Dr. Witt- 
haus on Jan. 21, in which he says that he 
sent Mrs. Witthaus to the hospital at her 
own solicitation, and not at his desire, as 
he considered her case neither serious nor 
dangerous. 

“As to the woman’s charge, it is non- 
sense on its face. She says that she has 
known of the facts since October, 1896, and 
yet in her other actions, brought for her 
and cropped by eminent counsel, she never 
alluded to them or made them part of her 
charges against her husband. All these 
facts and others will be set forth in our 
affidavits.’’ 


What Mr. Wandell Says. 


Mr. Wandell said yesterday that his client 
had first become suspicious of the medicine 
her husband gave her by the latter's own 
actions regarding it. She took none of the 
powder, and kept the sealed bottle in her

THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. 


Contention Between Importers and 
the Government Over Peeled 
Colocynth Apples. 


A case now before the Board of Classifi- 
cation of the United States General Ap- 
praisers involves the unique question of 
whether the peeling of an apple advances 
its status as a manufactured article. In 
the case of the colocynth apples imported 
by druggists, the New York customs au- 
thorities claim that the removal of the 
skin of the fruit before its shipment marks 
the distinction between the crude and the 
manufactured article, 

A. U. Andrus & Co. of this city recently 
imported a quantity of colocynth apples 
prepared for the drug trade by being peeled 
when fresh, Free entry was claimed for 
the goods, under Paragraph 548 of the new 
Tariff act, which provides that drugs, such 
as beans, bark, fruits, &c., which are crude 
shall be admitted free of duty. The Col- 
lector of the Port assessed duties at 10 per 
cent. ad valorem and one-fourth of 1 per 
cent. per pound, on the ground that the 
colocynth apples were a “crude drug ad- 
vanced in value.” 

The testimony showed that when dried 
these colocynth apples were of value in the 
drug trade, because they could be ground 
to a useful powder. The skin of the apple 
can only be removed when the fruit is 
fresh, and if the skin is left on the dried 
fruit loses its commercial value. The Gov- 
ernment contends, therefore, that the re- 
moval of the skin constitutes a process of 
manufacture. Decision of this question is 
reserved, : 

The firm of Battle & Co. of St. Louis has 
protested against the United States Ap- 
praisers’ classification as an alcoholic prep- 
aration of an importation of chloral hydrate 
which reached this port from Havre, 
France, last September. The importers 
claim that the goods should be assessed as 
chloral hydrate, at 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
under Paragraph 3, Schedule A, of the new 
Tariff act. The United States Appraiser, 
however, assessed upon the goods a duty 
of 55 cents a pound as a medicinal prep- 
aration of which alcoho] forms an im- 
portant rt. 

The overnment experts declare that 
chloral hydrate is produced commercially 
by treating absolute alcohol with chlorine 
gas to a point of saturation. The protest- 
ing importers rested their case with the 
customs Board of Classification on previous 
decisions rendered in favor of importers in 
gimilar cases.

THE UNION PACIFIC PURCHASE. 





Government Call Upon Banks for 
Part of Money Paid on Account. 


The Government will to-morrow call on 
the banks of this city which are holding 
money paid on account of the purchase of 
the Union Pacific main line for 10 per cent. 
of the deposits, or $2,700,000. A like call 
will be made each week until all the money 
has been paid over. This will gradually 


relieve the congested money market with- 
out occasioning any ‘inconvenience to the 
depositories. 

The call does not prevent any bank from 
voluntarily paying more than 10 per cent. 
of its holdings. The National City Bank, 
which has about $23,000,000 of Union Pacific 
money, may pay more than required by 
the call. The Government holds as se- 
curity for all the deposits United States 
bonds, among them currency 6s for $7,000,- 
000. hese are payable on surrender, and 
the City Bank may release and cash $4,000,< 
000 of this issue.
